THE  methods  employed  by  the  East  Bay 
Water  Company  in  pumping  water  for 
the  system,  may  be  classed  under  three 
general  heads  as  follows: 

1 .  Deep  well  pumps. 

2.  Primary  pumps. 

3.  Booster  pumps. 
Under  the  first  class 

come  air  lifts,  direct 
acting  or  plunger  type 
of  deep  well  pumps, 
and  centrifugal  or  tur- 
bine deep  well  pumps. 

Under  the  second 
class  come  all  types 
of  plunger  pumps  and 
centrifugal  or  turbine 
pumps,  taking  water 
from  a  source  and 
forcing  it  into  the 
system. 

Under  the  third  class 
come  all  types  of  plunger  pumps  and  centrifu- 
gal or  turbine  pumps  handling  the  water  at 
system  pressure  and  lifting  it  to  higher  ele- 
vations. An  exception  to  this  is  where  the 
water  is  taken  from  one  of  the  system  dis- 
tributing reservoirs  and  lifted  to  a  higher 
elevation  without  availing  ourselves  of  any 
pressure  that  may  exist  at  the  place  where 
the  water  is  pumped. 

The  East  Bay  district  served  by  this  Com- 
pany covers  the  territory  from  Alvarado  on 
the  south  to  Pinole  on  the  north,  and  from 
San  Francisco  Bay  to  high  into  the  hills  on 
the  east,  and  throughout  this  district  are 
located  the  sources  of  supply  and  the  various 
pumping  stations  for  delivering  water  to  the 
consumers  at  all  elevations. 

Some  of  the  sources  of  supply,  such  as 
springs  and  tunnels  and  a  few  wells,  are  at 
sufficient  elevation  to  require  no  further  hand- 
ling of  the  water  other  than  storing  it  and 
allowing  it  to  pass  out  into  the  mains.  At 
Wild    Cat    wells,    elevation    9 1 0    feet,    the 


water  flows  to  Summit  Reservoir,  elevation 
815,  before  it  enters  the  distributing  system. 
However,  springs,  tunnels  and  wells  located 
at  the  higher  elevations  are  so  dependent 
upon  the  season's  rainfall  that  the  districts 
served  by  them  are  limited,  and  change 
from  year  to  year,  depending  upon  the  sea- 
son and  the  amount  of  precipitation. 

Originally  these  sources  of  supply  were 
sufficient  to  supply  all  of  the  water  used 
in  certain  districts,  and  not  until  recently  has 
it  become  necessary  to  supply  these  districts 
from  other  sources.  Berkeley  at  one  time 
received  most  of  its  water  from  Wild  Cat 
Canyon,  Berrvman  Tunnels  in  North  Berke- 
ley, Summit  Tunnels  back  of  the  Claremont 
Hotel,  and  some  springs  in  Strawberry  Can- 
yon ;  but  as  time  has  gone  on,  both  the  dimin- 
ishing supply  and  the  rapid  growth  of  the 
community  have  made  other  arrangements 
necessary.  Piedmont  at  one  time  was  sup- 
plied by  springs  and  tunnels  back  in  Kohler 
Canyon,  but  now  this  source  only  takes  care 
of  a  comparatively  few  consumers  in  the 
Thornhill  district. 

Thus  it  will  be  seen  that  as  time  goes  on 
there  must  be  a  constant  re-arrangement  of 
the  system  to  suit  local  conditions  of  supply 
and  distribution. 

The  rapid  building  up  of  any  district  may 
require  emergency  measures  to  correct,  before 
the  permanent  plans  of  the  system  can  be 
properly  worked  out.  Emergency  pumping 
stations  must  be  installed,  and  tanks  placed, 
to  take  care  of  service  until  a  more  satis- 
factory and  economical  system  can  be  ar- 
ranged, and  then,  as  it  is  not  always  possible 
to  tell  how  large  a  district  may  become,  it 
may  be  necessary  to  leave  an  emergency 
plant  in  place  for  years  before  the  growth 
has  settled  down  to  where  it  can  be  figured 
upon  properly. 

Going  back  now  to  the  first  class  of  pumps. 
We  will  take  in  turn  the  three  different  types 
and  describe  their  operation  in  a  general  way.

THE  AIR  LIFT 

The  air  lift  is  really  a  simple  affair  for  its  principle  of  action 
lies  in  the  fact  that  the  pipe  in  the  well  contains  a  mixture  of 
air  and  water  which  is  lighter  than  the  water  that  is  not  mixed 
with  air,  and  as  a  result  the  lighter  mixture  rises.  The  efficiency 
of  the  installation  depends  upon  the  proper  proportioning  of  the 
pipe  for  the  amount  of  water  available,  the  proper  mixing  of 
air  and  water,  and  the  proper  length  of  pipe  for  the  individual 
installation.  It  requires  a  great  deal  of  study  and  experiment- 
ing to  get  an  air  lift  properly  installed,  but  when  once  it  is  in 
operation  it  practically  takes  care  of  itself,  and  maintains  its 
efficiency  indefinitely.  At  Alvarado  for  instance,  where  the  wells 
cover  a  very  great  area  of  territory,  this  is  practically  the  only 
type  of  deep  well  pump  that  could  be  used.

Detail  Outline  of 

Complete  Direct 

Acting  Deep 

Well  Pumping 

Installation 


Direct  acting  deep  well 
pumps  are  easy  and  cheap  to 
install,  and  their  principle  of 
action  is  as  follows:  A  brass 
or  iron  cylinder  is  placed  at 
the  bottom  of  a  column  of 
pipe  in  the  well,  and  inside 
of  this  cylinder  is  a  plunger 
which  is  operated  by  iron  or 
wooden  rods  connected  with 
a  working  head  on  the  sur- 
face. The  installations  are 
very  efficient  when  kept  in 
proper  repair,  particular  at- 
tention being  paid  to  the 
plungers  and  cylinders  to  cor- 
rect any  wear  that  may  take 
place.  Quite  a  number  of 
deep  well  pumps  of  this  gen- 
eral type  are  being  used  at 
the  various  well  locations  of 
this  Company,  and  some  of 
them  have  been  in  service 
since  1912  and  operating 
under    very    hard    conditions. 

This  is  the  type  of  pump 
most  often  used  for  small 
domestic  plants,  and  for  pump- 
ing installations  that  are  not 
widely  scattered.  The  water 
must  be  clean  and  free  from 
sand  and  grit  if  the  maximum 
of  efficiency  is  to  be  main- 
tained, as  sand  cuts  out  the 
wearing  parts  very  rapidly  and 
requires  frequent  and  some- 
times expensive  repairs.  Often 
in  times  of  emergency  this  type 
of  pump  can  be  put  in  a  well 
where  no  other  pump  can  be 
used,  due  to  small  diameter 
and  insufficient  depth. 
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THE  CENTRIFUGAL 
OR  TURBINE  DEEP  WELL  PUMP 

There  are  two  pumps  of  this  general  type 
in  use  at  present,  one  acting  on  the  screw 
propeller  principle  and  one  acting  on  the 
principle  of  the  centrifugal  pump.  The  latter 
tvpe  only  is  used  at  the  present  time  in  this 
Company. 

In  the  centrifugal  type  of  pump,  the  water 
enters  the  eye  or  center  of  the  rotor  of  the 
pump,  is  thrown  out  into  the  annular  space 
surrounding  the  rotor  and  passes  on  to  the 
next  pump  above  until  discharged  into  the 
pipe  above  which  conducts  it  to  the  surface. 
The  shaft  operating  the  rotors  runs  down 
the  center  of  the  pipe  leading  to  the  sur- 
face. This  shaft  is  either  driven  by  a  belt 
or  direct  connected  to  an  electric  motor. 
During  1918  this  Company  installed  a  num- 
ber of  deep  well  centrifugals  at  Fitchburg, 
92nd  Avenue  and  Alvarado,  and  in  1919 
and  1 920  more  of  them  were  put  down  at 
Roberts  Landing  well  field.  These  pumps 
have  seen  very  hard  service  and  have  de- 
livered great  quantities  where  they  have  been 
in  service. 

PRIMARY  PUMPS 

In  the  different  well  fields  of  this  Company 
after  the  water  is  pumped  from  the  ground 
by  the  methods  outlined  above,  it  is  con- 
ducted through  large  pipe  lines  to  a  settling 
basin  or  sump  where  it  is  in  turn  pumped 
into  the  system.  Using  Alvarado  as  one 
type,  we  have  there  what  are  called  Hori- 
zontal, Cross  Compound,  extended  type 
pumping  engines.  The  power  end  of  these 
pumping  engines  is  a  regular  cross  compound 
Corliss  engine,  and  the  rods  are  extended  out 
through  the  cylinder  ends  and  connected  to 
the  plungers.  There  are  two  engines  in  this 
plant  and  they  have  been  in  service  since 
1895.  At  Roberts  Landing,  Fitchburg  and 
92nd  Avenue  the  water  is  taken  from  the 
sump  by  electric  motor  driven  centrifugal 
pumps  and  raised  to  sufficient  pressure  to 
deliver  it  into  the  pipe  lines.  At  San  Pablo 
Filter  plant  there  are  two  vertical  single 
acting  triplex  pumps,  these  pumps  have  three 
plungers  driven  by  reducing  gears  and  direct 
connected  to  an  electric  motor  placed  be- 
tween them.  They  take  San  Pablo  Lake 
water  from  the  filter  plant  and  raise  it  625 
feet  to  Summit  Reservoir.

BOOSTER  PUMPS 

By  far  the  largest  amount  of  pumping 
done  in  this  system  is  done  by  boosters,  all 
of  the  types  of  pumps  described  under  pri- 
mary pumps  being  used.  In  some  instances 
the  water  is  pumped  as  many  as  six  times 
and  raised  to  an  elevation  as  much  as  841 
feet.  Taking  the  San  Lorenzo  Booster  as 
one  example  of  an  electric  driven  centrifugal 
pumping  plant:  here  the  water  comes  in  from 
Alvarado  and  Roberts  Landing  under  pres- 
sure and  the  pressure  is  raised  in  the  pipe 
line  leading  to  Oakland,  thereby  increasing 
the  capacity  of  this  line.  Another  booster 
of  the  same  type  is  located  at  the  Pleasant 


Alvarado  Steam  Pumping  Station 
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Valley  Station.  Here 
the  water  comes  in  from 
Linda  Vista  Reservoir 
under  pressure  and  is 
lifted  to  Bowman  Re- 
ceiver. Here  again  the 
water  is  taken  from  the 
receiver  and  lifted  by 
a  motor  driven  vertical 
triplex    pump     to     the

of  its  kind  in  the 
West,  and  boosts 
practically  all  of  the 
water  used  in  the 
system. 

It  is   a  very  diffi- 
cult matter  to  supply 
water    to     a     district 
like  that  covered  by 
this     Company     and 
keep  the  pressure  low  enough  for  domestic  use.      It  therefore 
becomes   necessary   to   have   many   small   booster   stations   and 
small  receivers  or  pressure  breaks  to  take  care  of  the  situation. 

The       Company       now 

operates    twenty    pump- 
ing   stations    ranging    in

Piedmont  Reservoirs.  Twenty-fourth 
Avenue  and  Rose  Street  pumping 
stations  are  steam  driven  plants, 
where  the  water  pumps  are  driven 
by  direct  connected  Corliss  engines. 
They  take  the  water  directly  from 
the  mains  and  lift  it  to  a  sufficient 
elevation  to  give  service  to  the  dis- 
tricts above  them.  Twenty-fourth 
Avenue  is  one  of  the  largest  stations

The    majority    of    these    stations    are    in 
operation  24  hours  every  day,  and  every  day 


of  the  year,  and  the  success  of  their  oper- 
ation is  due  largely  to  the  men  at  the  plants 
who  in  most  cases  have  spent  a  large  part  of 
their   lives   in   the   service   of   the   Company.

We  trust 
that  such  will  be  the 
case  and  wish  to  thank 
the  many  contributors 
for  their  efforts  and 
know  that  they  will  be 
pleased  to  learn  that 
their  messages  have 
reached  distant  lands  where  they  have  been 
read  with  genuine  interest  and  are  about  to 
bear  fruit. 

Louie  Farrell  and  his  men  have  just  com- 
pleted an  extension  of  twenty-five  hundred 
feet  of  six-inch  pipe,  which  it  was  found 
necessary  to  lay  in  order  to  supply  the  Pacific 
Coast  Borax  Company  with  the  required 
amount  of  water  used  in  the  manufacture  of 
borax  products.  This  factory  is  one  of  the

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ACHIEVEMENTS  OF 
THE  YEAR  NINETEEN  TWENTY 

Paul  E.  Magerstadt,  Assistant  Engineer 


The  end  of  the  year  marks  the  passing 
of  another  milestone  in  the  history 
of  the  East  Bay  Water  Company. 
The  present  company,  under  the  present 
organization  and  management,  has  now 
served  and  supplied  water  to  the  public  of 
the  Eastbay  region  for  four  years.  An 
anniversary  always  gives  us  pause  to  stop 
and  reflect ;  to  take  stock  with  ourselves ; 
review  the  tasks,  problems  and  obstacles 
of  the  past  and  their  accomplishment  or 
achievement,  and  finally  to  cast  and  look 
ahead  in  the  future,  anticipate  the  wants 
and  needs  thereof,  and  make  adequate 
plans  and  provision  to  fulfill  these  re- 
quirements. 

As  the  servants  of  the  public  it  is  meet 
that  we  should  give  account  of  our 
stewardship  to  the  community,  and  the 
motif  of  this  article  is  to  briefly  review 
the  general  status  of  the  company's  affairs 
and  activities  during  the  past  year,  the 
work  accomplished,  in  progress,  and  pro- 
jected for  the  future. 

The  past  year  has  been  a  particularly 
crucial  and  trying  one.  The  reconstruc- 
tion period,  the  natural  aftermath  of  the 
war,  coupled  with  the  most  drastic  dry 
season  on  record  and  an  unprecedented 
demand,  gave  rise  to  difficulties  and  prob- 
lems that  have  taxed  the  ingenuity,  skill 
and  resourcefulness  of  the  men  to  whose 
leadership  and  guidance  the  affairs  of  the 
company  are  entrusted. 

The  public  generally  has  witnessed  an 
era  of  prosperity,  and  the  Eastbay  region 
has  undergone  a  remarkable  expansion  in 
the  past  few  years,  with  a  corresponding 
increase  in  water  service.  The  company, 
however,  has  had  but  a  nominal  increase 
in  its  rate  of  revenue.  Its  cost  of  labor 
and  necessary  material  has  advanced  from 
100%  to  200%,  and  the  cost  of  borrowed 
money  has  advanced  to  the  highest  point 
in  years.  In  general  a  policy  of  strict 
economy  was  perforce  practiced,  but  where 


the  needs  of  the  service  required,  no  ex- 
pense was  spared  to  safeguard  the  system 
and  give  adequate  service  to  the  public. 

Much  has  been  said  and  written  (and 
correctly  so)  about  the  drought  and  water 
famine  in  the  year  1920  being  the  most 
severe  in  the  history  of  California.  Our 
valleys  were  parched,  cattle  died  on  the 
range,  the  farming  districts  had  only  a 
fractional  amount  of  necessary  water  for 
irrigation,  the  water  power  of  the  State 
failed  and  was  rationed,  and  numberless 
towns  and  communities  throughout  the 
State  suffered  an  acute  water  shortage 
and  were  put  on  short  rations.  And  while 
the  State  as  a  whole  suffered,  the  East- 
bay  region  served  by  the  East  Bay  Water 
Company  enjoyed  a  bountiful  and  un- 
limited supply  of  pure  fresh  water  at  all 
times.  This  has  caused  great  comment 
and  wonder  to  the  public  at  large,  and 
even  to  other  water  works  engineers,  and 
our  management  can  be  justly  proud  to 
have  accomplished  this  feat.  And  em- 
phasis should  here  be  laid  on  the  statement 
that  this  was  not  due  to  any  haphazard 
chance  or  policy,  but  to  the  sagacity  and 
judgment  of  our  President  and  Chief 
Engineer. 

In  the  summer  of  1919,  at  a  meeting 
before  the  Railroad  Commission  of  Cali- 
fornia, the  engineers  and  attorneys  repre- 
senting the  Bay  cities  vigorously  and 
bitterly  assailed  the  policy  of  the  company 
in  pumping  to  capacity  from  ground 
sources  while  there  was  apparently  a  large 
supply  in  the  storage  reservoirs.  Mr. 
Creed  and  Mr.  Wilhelm  argued  and  con- 
tended that  safeguarding  the  public  was 
of  primary  and  paramount  importance, 
and  despite  all  additional  expense  of 
pumping  to  the  company  they  would  con- 
serve the  surface  supply  to  the  limit,  so 
that  in  the  event  of  another  dry  winter 
the  Eastbay  public  would  be  protected. 
How     true     their    judgment    has     proven 
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events  have  shown.  The  dry  winter  was 
a  fact;  but  despite  the  greatly  increased 
demands  of  the  public  every  demand  was 
supplied  and  the  company  finishes  the 
present  season  with  a  comfortable  surplus 
in  its  storage  reservoirs.  Furthermore, 
during  this  critical  period,  not  only  were 
our  own  requirements  met,  but  the  com- 
pany furnished  water  to  two  towns  outside 
of  its  regular  district  whose  supplies  had 
failed. 

To  win  the  respect  and  confidence  of 
the  public  in  the  company  has  been  one  of 
the  chief  aims  of  the  management,  and 
every  effort  has  been  made  to  attain  this 
end  by  giving  prompt,  efficient  and  courte- 
ous service.  In  the  furtherance  of  co- 
operation and  harmonious  relationship,  an 
intensive  campaign  of  publicity  has  been 
pursued,  giving  the  public  an  intimate 
insight  and  knowledge  of  the  affairs  of  the 
company,  its  methods  of  operation,  the 
obstacles  and  difficulties  encountered  in 
giving  service,  assurance  of  the  care  taken 
in  safeguarding  the  purity  of  the  water, 
and  in  general  giving  advice  and  informa- 
tion of  water  use  and  operation  for  the 
benefit  of  our  patrons.  These  efforts  of 
the  company  to  be  a  real  servitor  to  the 
public  have  borne  fruit,  and  undoubtedly 
the  company  is  looked  upon  and  commands 
respect  in  all  quarters. 

During  the  war  period  much  difficulty 
was  encountered  in  procuring  the  neces- 
sary material,  machinery  and  piping 
needed  in  construction  because  of  prior 
requirements  of  the  Government  for  war 
purposes.  Because  of  the  great  develop- 
ment work  that  was  started  up  immedi- 
ately at  the  conclusion  of  the  war  in  the 
oil  fields,  the  irrigation  districts,  by  the 
power  companies,  and  engineering  con- 
struction in  general,  a  similar  situation 
was  created  as  during  the  war,  only  in 
accentuated  form.  Many  of  the  manu- 
facturers required  from  six  to  eighteen 
months  for  the  delivery  of  material.  Needs 
of  the  future,  therefore,  had  to  be  antici- 
pated and  planned  for  a  long  time  in 
advance,  and  to  secure  machinery,  pipe 
and    material    for    the    current    work    in- 


stalled, the  whole  country  was  literally 
scoured  from  the  Pacific  to  the  Atlantic 
Coast  and,  in  fact,  our  inquiries  extended 
to  available  material  in  Alaska  and  Japan. 
So,  bearing  in  mind  the  tremendous  de- 
mands of  the  year,  the  restricted  financial 
situation  and  the  acute  shortage  of 
material,  it  becomes  apparent  that  new 
construction  was  carried  on  under  most 
unfavorable  conditions.  Despite  this 
handicap,  a  great  amount  of  improvements 
and  betterments  have  been  undertaken  and 
accomplished  during  the  year. 

The  increase  in  business  was  far  above 
normal  for  the  year.  The  net  increase  of 
2350  new  services  showed  quite  a  marked 
increase  over  the  high  record  of  2199  es- 
tablished for  the  year  1919.  Also  the 
average  daily  amount  of  water  delivered 
to  the  mains  in  the  year  1920  was  21,- 
400,000  gallons,  in  contrast  to  19,700,000 
gallons  in  the  year  1919. 

In  July  of  this  year  the  San  Pablo 
Reservoir  was  put  into  active  operation 
and  has  been  supplying  the  northern  dis- 
trict with  from  three  to  five  million  gallons 
of  water  daily.  The  company  has  discon- 
tinued the  purchase  of  some  three  million 
gallons  daily  from  the  Roberts  Landing 
and  102d  Avenue  Well  fields,  and  at  the 
same  time  has  increased  the  development 
of  its  own  San  Lorenzo  Well  field  from 
two  to  five  million  gallons  per  day.  Thru 
a  period  of  general  water  famine  with 
an  abnormal  increase  in  demand  the  com- 
pany has  met  every  requirement  entirely 
out  of  its  own  resources,  a  record  indeed 
to  be  proud  of.  And  in  connection  with 
water  production  mention  should  be  made 
of  the  efforts  of  the  company  to  conserve 
water  and  keep  leakage  down  to  a 
minimum.  The  company  has  acquired  a 
complete  equipment  of  the  latest  scientific 
devices  and  microphone  leak  detectors,  and 
during  the  year  a  most  thorough  investiga- 
tion was  carried  on  by  Captain  Reinhardt. 
The  entire  district  was  sectionized  and 
a  painstaking  survey  was  carried  on  at 
night  for  a  period  of  several  months.  The 
results     were     very     gratifying,     for     the 
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survey  showed  no  unwarranted  waste  or 
leakage  in  the  mains  of  the  system. 

A  detail  of  all  the  construction  carried 
on  during  the  year  would  make  a  volumin- 
ous record.  Only  the  major  and  important 
items  of  interest  will  be  briefly  given 
mention. 

The  San  Pablo  project,  of  course,  ranks 
first  in  importance.  The  great  project  is 
now  in  actual  operation  and  an  integral 
part  of  the  system.  The  reservoir  at 
present  will  store  nine  billion  gallons  of 
water  (twice  the  capacity  of  Lake  Chabot) 
and  the  great  new  modern  rapid  filter 
plant  is  practically  complete. 

The  new  General  Office  building,  of 
course,  was  the  construction  of  paramount 
interest  to  all  employees.  Our  new 
four-story  edifice  is  a  handsome  structure, 
a  credit  to  the  company  and  an  asset  to 
the  city.  Much  might  be  said  of  the 
beautiful,  light  and  commodious  offices  and 
the  provisions  made  for  the  comfort  of 
the  employees,  but  as  we  all  participate 
therein  and  enjoy  the  benefits  thereof  we 
will  just  express  our  pride  and  apprecia- 
tion in  being  so  comfortably  housed. 

At  the  Alvarado  Pumping  Plant,  our 
most   important   source    of    ground   water 


from  which  we  get  an  average  of  eight 
million  gallons  a  day,  an  entirely  new 
system  of  air  lift  machinery  has  been  in- 
stalled and  put  into  operation  with  marked 
success.  Regulation  and  control  of  the 
entire  system  of  widely  scattered  wells  is 
maintained  at  the  main  central  pumping 
station,  and  it  is  being  operated  at  a 
marked  saving  in  expense. 

The  San  Lorenzo  Well  field  has  been 
fully  developed  and  equipped  with  deep- 
well  centrifugal  pumps.  This  field,  as 
mentioned  heretofore,  produces  an  average 
of  five  million  gallons  daily  and  is  now 
a  most  important  water  producing  adjunct 
of  the  company. 

A  modern  and  up-to-date  Booster  Station, 
consisting  of  four  motor-driven  ten-inch 
centrifugal  pumps,  has  been  constructed  at 
the  town  of  San  Lorenzo  on  the  Alvarado 
main,  whose  function  is  to  boost  the  water 
pressure  in  the  mains  from  the  Alvarado 
and  San  Lorenzo  Well  fields  to  Oakland, 
and  has  been  operated  throughout  the 
year. 

At  the  21st  Avenue  Pumping  Plant  the 
two  centrifugal  units  have  been  replaced 
bv  more  efficient  installation.

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The  triplex  pumping  unit  at  the  Clare- 
mont  Pumping  Station  has  been  replaced 
by  a  unit  of  a  larger  capacity ,  consisting 
of  motor-driven  centrifugal  pumps  set  up 
in  tandem.  The  pump  building  has  been 
remodeled  and  finished  in  stucco.  The 
wooden  fence  on  the  south  side  has  been 
replaced  with  a  concrete  retaining  wall 
and  a  chain-link  wire  mesh  fence  with 
concrete  posts. 

The  Temescal  Pumping  Station  has  been 
augmented  by  a  five-stage  motor-driven 
centrifugal  pump  unit  which  acts  solely 
as  a  standby  or  duplicate  unit  to  insure 
absolute  continuity  of  service. 

The  Pleasant  Valley  Pumping  Station 
has  likewise  been  equipped  with  a  dupli- 
cate five-stage  motor-driven  centrifugal 
pump  unit  as  a  standby  installation. 

At  Bowman  Pumping  Plant  the  old 
triplex  unit  has  been  replaced  with  a  four- 
inch  three-stage  motor-driven  centrifugal 
pump. 

On  Prospect  Avenue,  in  Berkeley,  a  new 
pumping  station  has  been  built  which 
serves  the  upper  district  south  of  the 
University. 

At  the  Rose  Street  Pumping  Plant 
an    electrically    driven    centrifugal    and    a 


double-acting  Dow  duplex  pump  have  been 
installed  to  augment  the  boosting  capacity 
of  the  plant. 

A  motor-driven  triplex  pump  has  been 
erected  below  the  Berryman  Reservoir  to 
take  care  of  peak  loads  in  the  high  altitude 
zone  adjoining  the  Thomas  Receiver. 

At  the  San  Pablo  Filters  two  motor- 
driven  triplex  pumps  have  been  installed 
and  boost  the  water  against  a  600-foot 
head  into  the  Summit  Reservoir  thru  a 
new  ten-inch  pipeline. 

In  the  City  of  Richmond  a  new  booster 
station  has  been  installed,  equipped  with 
a  motor-driven  centrifugal  pump  whose 
function  is  to  increase  the  capacity  of  the 
pipeline  to  the   Richmond   Reservoir. 

At  the  head  of  39th  Avenue,  in  East 
Oakland,  a  new  eleven-million-gallon  ser- 
vice reservoir  has  been  built  at  an  elevation 
of  430  feet  to  supplant  the  present 
Dimond  Reservoir.  The  reservoir  was 
put  into  operation  early  in  the  summer, 
being  supplied  by  a  pumping  unit  at  May- 
belle  and  Hopkins  streets.  This  reservoir 
supplied  a  long-felt  want  and  was  a  great 
relief  to  the  operation  department.  This 
plant,  altho  operating,  is  only  partially 
conrplete.      The  final  ]}lans  contemplate  a

twenty-inch  pipeline  from  the  Central 
Reservoir  and  a  pumping  plant  at  that 
point. 

Just  above  the  San  Pablo  Filters,  at 
an  elevation  of  415  feet,  a  100,000-gallon 
concrete  service  reservoir  has  been  erected 
and  put  into  commission  during  the  year, 
supplying  the  Kensington  Park  district. 

Many  other  improvements  and  installa- 
tions have  been  made,  but  probably  the 
above  is  a  resume  of  the  principal  items. 

Such  is  the  record  of  the  past.  The 
problems  and  tasks  of  the  future  have 
been  given  considerable  thought  and  study, 
and  plans  are  well  advanced  for  work  to 
be  undertaken  in  the  immediate  future. 
Mention  will  be  made  of  a  few  of  the 
larger  project  studies  made  and  of  the 
construction  jobs  contemplated. 

Comprehensive  surveys  and  studies  have 
been  carried  on  during  the  year  for  the 
further  development  of  the  San  Leandro 
Watershed.  This,  known  as  the  Upper 
San  Leandro  Project,  will  yield  an  addi- 
tional supply  equal  to  our  Great  San  Pablo 
Project.  The  project  is  in  every  way 
equal  to  the  latter  in  magnitude,  and  is 
admirably    located   in   the    proper   district 


and  a  most  advantageous  elevation  to  meet 
our  future  requirements. 

At  the  Central  Reservoir  a  new  pump- 
ing station  will  be  built  with  a  capacity 
of  six  million  gallons  per  day,  to  pump 
water  from  this  reservoir  to  the  new  39th 
Avenue  Reservoir.  The  fence  around  the 
property  will  also  be  replaced  by  our 
standard  type  of  concrete  posts  and  heavy 
chain-link  wire  mesh. 

At  Berryman  Reservoir  a  cement  gun 
plaster  coat  is  to  be  applied  to  the  reser- 
voir lining  to  prevent  leakage.  The  fence 
around  this  property  will  also  be  replaced 
by  the  standard  type  of  construction  men- 
tioned. 

The  39th  Avenue  Reservoir  will  be 
brought  to  completion  by  placing  a  roof 
of  reinforced  concrete  and  timber  con- 
struction over  the  surface  area  of  2% 
acres. 

The  San  Lorenzo  Wells  field  will  be 
entirely  remodeled.  The  main  pump  sta- 
tion will  be  removed  from  its  present 
location  at  Roberts  Landing  to  the  well 
field  proper  and  rebuilt.  The  gravity  lines 
to  the  station  will  be  replaced  with  new 
lines,    and    possibly    the    system    will    be 
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changed  over  to  an  air  lift  similar  to  that 
at  Alvarado. 

The  Dimond  Pump  Station,  in  Oakland. 
will  be  entirely  remodeled  with  new  equip- 
ment of  more  efficient  and  adequate  pumps. 

The  Rose  Street  Pumping  Plant  will  be 
enlarged  and  new  equipment  will  be 
installed  to  handle  the  increased  require- 
ments  of  that  district. 

At  a  high  elevation  in  the  Upper 
Claremont  district  a  new  reservoir  will 
be  constructed  to  replace  the  Claremont 
Tank,    to    give    more    adequate    service    in 


that  locality,   whose   needs   are  increasing 

fast. 

A  vast  amount  of  new  transmission  and 
distribution  mains  have  been  projected  to 
improve  the  system  and  service.  The  list 
is  long  and  would  proA_e  wearisome  to 
enimierate  the  items.  In  round  figures  it 
is  proposed  in  the  nest  year  to  install 
upward  of  75.000  lineal  feet  of  water 
main,  ranging  in  size  from  twenty  to  six 
inches  in  diameter. 

Thus  is  the  tale  told  of  what  has  and 
what  will  be  done.

"MOTOR  ALCOHOL" 


The  lowly  and  sticky  sorghum  is  now 
being  used  as  a  substitute  for  gasoline. 
Discovered  by  J.  P.  Foster,  chemist  of  one 
of  the  sugar  plantations  on  the  Island  of 
Maui.  Hawaii,  he  states  that  production  is 
sufficient  to  furnish  fuel  for  all  cars  on 
the  Island.  It  gives  greater  mileage,  more 
power  and  easier  starting  than  gasoline. 
Scientific  American  says  it  can  be  used 
without  adjustment  of  the  carburetor.    At 


present  there  is  enough  molasses  available 
to  supply  all  motor  cars  in  Hawaii. 

"Motor  Alcohol"  brought  to  San  Fran- 
cisco was  used  in  a  36-hour  test  with  a 
75-horsepower  tractor.  The  consumption 
was  four  gallons  an  hour,  compared  to 
four  and  one-half  gallons  of  gas.  Exam- 
ination of  the  cylinders  showed  most  of 
the  old  carbon  deposit  removed  and  the 
remainder  so  soft  it  could  be  removed  with 
the  fingers.

The  California  section  of  the  Ameri- 
can Water  Works  Association  met 
for  its  first  annual  convention  on  Sat- 
urday, November  13,  1920.  The  members 
assembled  in  the  office  of  the  Spring  Valley 
Water  Company,  in  San  Francisco.  About 
fifty  members  were  present  when  Mr.  G.

Reds — in  fact,  thousands  of  questions  of 
the  hour  the  coming  administration  must 
decide  and  act  upon.  This  stupendous 
task  cannot  be  accomplished  without  far- 
seeing,  wise  advisers;  men  of  lofty  ideals 
and  high  purpose;  honest,  fearless,  earn- 
est Americans.

Western  Waterfront  (Key  Route  Basin),  Oakland,  California 

By  Wilfred  N.  Ball,  Chief  Engineer 


If  San  Francisco  Bay  is  to  retain  its 
supremacy  as  the  leading  port  on  the 
Pacific  Coast,  and  if  the  City  of  Oak- 
land is  to  come  to  an  earlier  realization  of 
her  destiny  as  a  shipping  and  industrial 
center  of  major  magnitude,  it  is  essential 
that  the  eastern,  or  continental  side  of 
the  Bay  be  developed  along  broad  lines  in 
order  to  insure  adequate  facilities  to  take 
care  of  the  constantly  increasing  commerce 
of  the  Pacific.  San  Francisco  Bay  is  the 
logical  shipping  center  for  all  trans-Pacific, 
West  Coast  and  Panama  Canal  commerce, 
and  the  eastern,  or  continental  side  of  the 
Bay  is  the  logical  location  for  terminal 
development,  it  being  the  terminal  of  three 
trans-continental  railroads,  and  the  outlet 
for  a  large  and  rich  industrial  and  agri- 
cultural hinterland. 

The  site  of  the  Parr  Terminal  Company 
is  located  in  the  heart  of  the  waterfront 
district  on  the  east  shore  of  San  Francisco 
Bay,  immediately  alongside  of  the  Oak- 
land Pier  Terminal  of  the  Southern  Pacific 
Railroad  main  line  connections  throughout 
the  Western  States  and  overland,  with  its 
car  storage  yards  and  its  interchange 
track  connections  with  the  Western  Pacific 
Railroad,  the  Atchison,  Topeka  and  Santa 
Fe  Railroad,  and  the  Sacramento  Short 
Line. 

The  Parr  Terminal  site  is  a  portion  of 
that  part  of  the  Western  Waterfront  of 
the  City  of  Oakland  known  as  the  Key 
Route  Basin,  situated  between  the  Oak- 
land Pier  of  the  Southern  Pacific  Railroad 
and  the  Pier  of  the  San  Francisco-Oakland 
Terminal  Railways   (Key  System). 

Here  an  area  extending  2008  feet  along 
the  waterfront,  and  1668  feet  back  of  the 
United  States  bulkhead  line,  was  taken 
over  by  the  Parr  Terminal  Company  under 
a  long-term  lease  from  the  City  of  Oak- 
land on  June  15th,  1918. 

The  engineering  department  of  the  Parr 
Terminal  Company  has  laid  out  a  compre- 
hensive   scheme    of    development    for    the 


Key  Route  Basin,  with  the  thought  in 
mind  that  the  sixty-five  acres  which  the 
Parr  Terminal  Company  controls  will  be 
developed  as  a  unit  of  this  rather  ambitious 
scheme  for  the  development  of  the  whole 
basin,  and  designing  the  Parr  Terminal 
plant  so  that  each  separate  unit  of  develop- 
ment will  be  complete  in  itself,  and  event- 
ually fit  in  with  the  larger  scheme,  which 
naturally  will  only  be  developed  as  busi- 
ness and  commerce  demands. 

The  Key  Route  Basin  project  as  sug- 
gested by  the  Parr  Terminal  Company 
consists  essentially  of  four  large  piers 
abutting  city  frontage,  two  of  which  abut 
the  Parr  Terminal  property,  all  being 
approached  by  railroad  tracks  and  paved 
streets,  and  backed  up  by  ample  warehouse 
and  industrial  sites. 

A  strip  of  land  immediately  adjacent  to 
the  United  States  Bulkhead  line,  and  100 
feet  wide,  backed  by  an  Embarcadero  146 
feet  wide,  extends  across  the  frontage 
from  Seventh  Street,  at  Albers  Brothers 
Milling  Company's  plant,  on  the  south,  to 
the  Union  Construction  Company's  plant 
on  the  north,  and  the  necessary  east  and 
west  streets  are  laid  out  to  give  the  most 
efficient  size  and  shape  for  warehouse  and 
industrial  sites,  and  the  best  layout  for 
spur  tracks. 

The  Parr  Terminal  Company's  property 
consists  of  twenty  blocks  for  the  ware- 
house and  industrial  sites  and  the  100- 
foot  strip  adjacent  to  the  United  States 
Bulkhead  line,  and  the  right  to  build  piers 
extending  out  into  the  Key  Route  Basin. 

The  scheme  of  development  calls  for 
four  tracks  on  the  Embarcadero,  connected 
with  the  Southern  Pacific  on  the  south 
and  with  the  future  tracks  on  the  northern 
development  of  the  basin.  These  tracks 
will  be  drills,  for  receiving  of  freight  cars 
to   be    reclassified   and    dispatched   to   the 
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piers  and  industrial  and  warehouse  sites, 
and  laid  out  to  connect  with  the  Harbor 
belt  railway  line. 

It  is  proposed  to  build  a  battery  of 
seven  warehouses  immediately  east  of  the 
Embarcadero,  which  will  be  of  Class  "B" 
construction,  and  designed  so  that  they  can 
be  readily  changed  over  for  use  as  indus- 
trial lofts  for  manufacturing,  with  least 
amount  of  handling  the  raw  material  to  the 
finished  product. 

The  eleven  large  blocks  immediately  east 
of  these  warehouses  are  set  aside  for  the 
construction  of  industrial  loft  buildings, 
which  will  be  tonnage  producers. 

The  two  large  blocks  adjacent  to  the 
northern  boundary  line  of  the  lease  are  to 
be  used  for  the  storage  of  Alaskan  an- 
thracite and  other  coals,  and  will  be  pro- 
vided with  the  proper  handling  facilities, 
which  are  to  be  connected  with  a  bunker 
pier  to  be  built  fronting  these  blocks. 


The  two  large  piers  shown  in  the  aero- 
plane view  just  north  of  Albers  Mill  are 
facing  the  Parr  lease  (see  illustration  of 
the  Parr  Terminal  Company's  proposed 
development  on  pages   14  and  15). 

Individually,  any  one  of  the  units  which 
make  up  the  scheme  of  development  for 
the  Parr  Terminal  is  a  large  and  impor- 
tant engineering  structure  worthy  of 
detailed  description.  Collectively,  the 
whole  project  is  a  remarkable  example  of 
a  modern  freight-handling  port  terminal, 
with  a  large  industrial  hinterland,  a  neces- 
sary shipping  element  hitherto  rare  in  this 
country,  and  especially  on  the  Pacific 
Coast. 

The  attention  of  this  article,  therefore, 
has  been  mainly  directed  to  the  composite 
design  of  the  terminal,  rather  than  those 
structural  and  layout  details  which  in  so 
large  an  undertaking  would  require  space 
far  hevond  that  available  here.

Mr.  R.  S.  McElwee  of  the  United  States 
Department  of  Commerce,  author  of  the 
text  book  "Ports  and  Harbor  Facilities," 
etc.,  a  port  authority  of  international  repu- 
tation, said,  respecting  this  plan  for  the 
Parr  Terminal  and  the  Key  Route  Basin: 

"This  is  an  exceptionally  complete  and 
modern  layout  according  to  our  latest  ex- 
perience and  thought  in  port  development. 
.  .  .  Altogether  your  plan  fulfills  all  the 
points  of  cardinal  importance,  and  such  a 
terminal  will  be  nothing  short  of  epoch- 
making." 

The  two  great  piers  are  largely  modeled 
upon  the  exceptionally  successful  Port 
Commission     Piers     at     Seattle     (Smith's 


Cove),  which  in  turn  were  adapted  from 
designs  of  piers  at  Manchester,  England, 
and  at  the  Tilbury  Docks,  London,  with 
the  additional  feature  of  the  shipside  con- 
crete warehouses. 

The  Parr  Terminal  Company  and  its 
engineering  department  owe  much  to  the 
assistance  and  co-operation  of  Mr.  George 
F.  Nicholson,  Chief  Engineer  for  the  Port 
of  Seattle. 

UNITS  COMPLETED 
Railroad  Track:      Three  miles  of  rail- 
way tracks  have  been  laid  on  the  property, 
largely    utilizing    85-pound    rail,    directly 
connected  with  the  Southern  Pacific  freight 
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tracks.  This  represents  an  expenditure 
of  approximately  $100,000,  and  every  foot 
of  track  constructed  to  date  is  in  accord- 
ance with  the  general  scheme  described 
above,  and  constitutes  the  first  unit  of 
track  development  as  per  this  general 
scheme.  Extensions  to  track  development 
to  provide  connections  with  the  Santa  Fe, 
Western  Pacific  and  other  lines  have  been 
carefully  planned  to  be  effectuated  as  soon 
as  practicable. 

Apron  Wharf:  The  old  Municipal 
Apron  Wharf,  1077  feet  long,  astride  a 
rock  riprap  levee,  has  been  extended  to 
1487  feet  in  length,  raised  four  feet  to 
the  grade  of  the  adjacent  wharf  of  the 
Albers  Brothers  Milling  Company,  and 
double   shipside  tracks   installed  and  con- 


nected to  the  general  track  scheme  by 
trestle  approaches,  at  a  cost  of  approxi- 
mately $160,000. 

Transit  Shed  or  Warehouse:  A  com- 
bined cargo  transit  shed  and  warehouse 
of  Class  "C"  construction,  120  feet  by 
500  feet,  has  been  constructed  on  the  100- 
foot  waterside  strip  described  above,  at 
a  cost  of  approximately  $160,000.  This 
building  extends  over  the  apron  wharf  so 
that  it  is  32  feet  from  ship  side,  and  the 
wall  on  the  wharf  is  supported  by  con- 
crete piles. 

On  the  land  side  is  a  12-foot  loading 
platform,  flanked  by  a  depressed  track  and 
covered  by  a  marquee.  This  platform  is 
at  car  floor  height  above  the  tracks,  which 
allows  the  most  efficient  loading  and 
unloading  of  cars.

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The  building  is  lighted  under  the  new 
State  Industrial  Lighting  Act,  and  is  the 
last  word  in  industrial  lighting  installa- 
tion. The  water  side  of  the  building  is 
illuminated  over  each  door  by  400-watt 
lamps  in  special  Benjamin  Electric  Manu- 
facturing Company  reflectors.  The  loading- 
platform  is  illuminated  by  reflectors  on 
the  under  side  of  the  marquee,  and  plugs 
are  provided  for  the  insertion  of  extension 
cords  so  that  the  inside  of  box  cars  may 
be  lighted. 

At  convenient  points  in  and  about  the 
building  are  power  plugs  for  the  opera- 
tion of  conveyors  and  other  portable  cargo- 
handling  machinery. 

There  is  also  provided  a  generating  set 
for  the  charging  of  the  storage  batteries 
of  electric  trucks. 

This  unit  of  the  plant  also  conforms  to 
the  general  scheme. 


Nitre  Depot:  A  special  warehouse 
building,  11,500  square  feet,  has  been  pro- 
vided by  the  Terminal  Company  for  the 
storage  of  nitre  imported  from  Iquique, 
Chile,  by  H.  J.  Baker  &  Bro.  of  New  York. 

This  building  is  of  frame  construction, 
and  was  erected  at  a  cost  of  approximately 
$8,500,  including  a  concrete  floor  and 
bulkhead. 

Restaurant :  A  restaurant  building  for 
the  accommodation  of  the  people  using  the 
terminal  facilities  has  been  constructed, 
and  has  been  leased  to  a  restaurateur  who 
provides  very  good  me'als  at  moderate  cost. 

Roadways:  A  roadway  of  concrete  has 
been  constructed  from  the  end  of  the  apron 
wharf  to  the  Lawrence-Reynolds  plant, 
and  a  roadway  from  Seventh  Street  to  the 
American  Manganese  Steel  Company. 

Sewers,  Water  Mains,  Etc. :  The  neces- 
sary sewers  have  been  constructed  to  serve

the  American  Manganese  Steel  Company, 
the  Lawrence-Reynolds  Company,  the  res- 
taurant and  the  warehouse. 

A  water  main  has  been  extended  from 
Seventh  Street  to  the  warehouse,  and  a 
three-inch  fire  line  serves  the  warehouse 
at  eight  hose  reels.  Also  a  three-inch  line 
is  constructed  on  the  outer  edge  of  the 
apron  wharf  for  serving  the  steamers  with 
fresh  water. 

Equipment:  The  Parr  Terminal  Com- 
pany is  in  a  position  to  handle  all  classes 
of  freight  with  prompt  dispatch  and  mod- 
erate cost,  on  account  of  the  installation 
of  mechanical  handling  equipment. 

Lumber,  cedar  bolts,  ties,  etc.,  are 
handled  with  gravity  conveyors,  or  by  loco- 
motive crane. 

Case  goods  are  handled  with  gravity 
conveyors,  or  electric  trucks  and  platforms. 

Sacked  goods  and  bulky  packages  are 
bandied  with  elevating  platform,  electric 
trucks,  and  are  stacked  in  the  warehouse 
with  electric  stackers. 


A  six-ton  platform  scale  has  been  in- 
stalled for  the  weighing  of  goods  handled 
by  electric  trucks. 

The  necessary  small  platform  scales  and 
stevedoring  equipment,  such  as  platforms, 
sling  boards  and  ropes  for  sack  and  case 
goods,  dogs  for  handling  steel,  dollies, 
four-wheel  trucks  and  hand  trucks,  etc., 
have  been  installed. 

Copra  is  handled  by  means  of  an  air- 
veyor,  which  vacuums  the  copra  from  the 
ship's  hold  and  blows  it  into  box  cars  or 
bulk  storage  at  the  rate  of  forty  tons  per 
hour.  This  airveyor  is  owned  by  the  Hib- 
berd  Pneumatic  Stevedoring  Company, 
and  is  operated  by  the  Parr  Terminal 
Company  as  managing  agents. 

Proposed  Equipment:  The  Terminal 
Company  proposes  the  installation  of  a 
thirty-ton  locomotive  and  a  hundred  and 
twenty-five-ton  capacity  track  scale  in  the 
near  future. 
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Units  of  Development  Planned  for 
Immediate  Future:  As  previously  stated, 
the  general  scheme  of  development  of  the 
Terminal  property  was  laid  out  so  that 
each  unit  would  be  complete  in  itself  and 
yet  fit  in  perfectly  with  the  future  develop- 
ment. This  plan  allows  the  addition  of 
units,  or  parts  of  units,  as  necessity 
requires,  without  interfering  with  the 
operation  of  the  present  plant. 

First  Unit  Pier:  The  lease  with  the 
City  of  Oakland  provides  that  a  pier  at 
least  100  feet  wide  and  500  feet  long  of 
no  inferior  construction  than  creosote 
piling  and  costing  not  less  than  $75,000  be 
constructed  by  the  Terminal  Company. 
The  Terminal  Company  plans  the  fulfill- 
ing of  this  obligation  by  constructing  the 
first  unit  of  the  large  pier  pictured  in  their 
general  scheme  of  development. 

This  first  unit  will  be  185  feet  wide 
and  800  feet  long,  or  a  total  of  148,000 
square  feet,  and  will  be  covered  by  a  tWo- 
floor  pier  shed,  120  feet  wide  by  780  feet 
long;  a  total  of  187,200  square  feet. 


There    will    be    two  railroad    tracks    on 

the  north  side  of  this  pier  and  one  track 

on  the  south  side,  all  connected  with  the 
present  track  system. 

This  much-needed  development  will  add 
1600  feet  of  berthing  space  to  the  Ter- 
minal, and  will  be  large  enough  to  dock 
four  ships  at  one  time. 

The  two-floor  pier  shed  will  allow  the 
proper  floor  space  necessary  for  the  load- 
ing and  unloading  of  ocean  steamers 
without  changing  berths. 

Industries:  The  American  Manganese 
Steel  Company,  manufacturers  of  manga- 
nese steel,  and  the  Lawrence-Reynolds 
Company,  manufacturers  of  sodium  sul- 
phate, have  constructed  plants  on  the 
property,  and  are  now  operating,  employ- 
ing several  hundred  men. 

The  Parr  Terminal  Company  is  nego- 
tiating with  several  firms  wishing  to  lease 
sites  for  the  location  of  plants  on  the 
Oakland  waterfront,  and  announcement  of 
their  names  will  be  made  at  a  later  date.

4  6  O  ANITATION"— "Pertaining  to, 
^S  connected  with  or  tending  to  pro- 
mote health."  It  is  more  impor- 
tant that  human  beings  should  have  and 
maintain  good  health  than  all  other  things. 
Some,  fortunately,  have  a  strong  and  vig- 
orous constitution  to 
start  with ;  others, 
less  fortunate,  must 
continually  be  on 
the  alert  to  pre- 
serve what  health 
they  may  have.  In 
either  case,  it  is 
important  that  the 
individual  should 
know  something  rel- 
ative to  the  condi- 
tions governing 
health.  While 
there  is  much  litera- 
ture on  the  subject, 
and  a  large  amount 
of  research  has  been  done  in  the  past,  yet 
much  remains  to  be  accomplished  in  the 
way  of  prevention  and  cure  of  diseases 
peculiar  to  higher  animal  life,  mankind  in 
particular.  The  treatment  and  cure  of 
diseases  is  classed  under  the  head  of 
medicine  and  surgery,  yet  sanitation  is 
the  big  factor  in  the  prevention  of  disease. 
This  article  has  to  do  only  with  sanita- 
tion as  applied  to  the  prevention  of  dis- 
ease, and  is  intended  to  present  only  a 
brief  outline  of  that  subject. 

Many  causes  of  disease  in  human  beings 
may  be  traced  to  insanitary  conditions  in 
the  production  and  handling  of  food  and 
water.  There  is  no  reason  why  the  con- 
sumption of  any  particular  class  of  either 
should  be  entirely  dispensed  with,  owing 
to  the  fact  that  it  may  at  times  become  pol- 
luted by  careless  handling  or  insanitary 
conditions.  The  more  reasonable  method 
appears  to  be  the  elimination  of  all  danger 
from  the  use  of  milk  and  other  foods  by 
the  improvement  of  sanitary  conditions 
surrounding  the   production  and  handling 


of  such  articles,  making  it  safe  to  use  these 
very  important  commodities.  The  danger 
resulting  from  pollution  of  food  is  much 
the  same  as  water.  In  fact,  many  of  the 
pathogenic  (disease  producing)  bacteria 
often  found  in  water  may  also  be  found 
in  various  foods,  the  sanitary  conditions 
under  which  they  are  produced  being 
essentially  the  same.  The  source  of  food 
pollution  is  generally  more  difficult  to 
trace  than  that  of  water,  owing  to  the 
various  opportunities,  which  some  articles 
of  food  have,  of  being  exposed  to  contact 
with  insanitary  conditions,  before  reach- 
ing the  consumer. 

While  it  is  true  that  water  may  be,  and 
often  is,  highly  polluted  by  dangerous 
matter,  it  is  seldom  difficult  to  locate  such 
sources  of  pollution  by  careful  sanitary 
surveys.  Water  even  highly  polluted  by 
pathogenic  bacteria  may  be  made  safe  for 
human  consumption  by  several  methods : 
the  storing  in  large  quantities,  proper 
treating  and  filtering  being  the  more 
simple  and  safe  method.  A  large  quantity 
of  water  stored  in  lakes  or  reservoirs  and 
held  for  a  period  of  from  60  to  90  days 
will  be  practically  free  from  pathogenic 
bacteria,  providing  no  outside  pollution 
takes  place. 

The  objectionable  matter  often  found 
in  food  and  water  may  consist  of  mineral, 
vegetable  or  bacterial.  The  chances  of 
sickness  being  caused  by  mineral  or  vege- 
table poisons  are  small.  The  majority 
of  diseases  to  which  mankind  is  subject 
may  be  attributed  directly  or  indirectly  to 
the  action  of  pathogenic  bacteria.  All 
bacteria  are  not  harmful,  numerous  vari- 
eties being  decidedly  useful  in  various 
ways.  Certain  bacteria  are  capable  of 
reducing  chemical  compounds  to  nitrogen, 
a  very  necessary  element  to  plant  life  and 
the  promotion  of  agricultural  activities. 
Bacteria  are  also  an  important  factor  in 
the  process  of  tanning  leather,  the  form- 
ing of  vinegar,  bread-making,  the  ripening 
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of  cheese,  flavoring  of  butter,  the  retting 
of  flax  and  hemp,  and  other  useful  indus- 
tries. 

The  difficulty  of  controlling  or  destroy- 
ing harmful  bacteria  may  be  realized, 
when  some  of  the  facts  concerning  their 
size,  rapidity  of  multiplication  and  modes 
of  transmission  to  the  animal  or  human 
body  are  understood. 

Bacteria  are  organisms  of  very  simple 
structure,  consisting  of  a  single  cell.  They 
are  at  the  bottom  of  the  scale  of  all  living 
things.  They  are  divided  into  two  general 
groups,  a  lower  or  extremely  small  form 
and  a  higher  or  larger  form.  The  size  of 
some  of  the  lower  group  may  be  judged 
by  the  fact  that  in  diameter  or  length  they 
usually  measure  1-q  one  micron  =: 
(1/25.000  of  an  inch  or  less).  The  higher 
groups  often  measure  up  to  40u  (microns) 
in  length.  One  of  the  smallest  of  the 
pathogenic  bacteria  visible  with  the  aid  of 
a  powerful  microscope  (the  influenza 
bacillus)  measures  about  0.2  microns  in 
length.  There  are  others  too  small  to  be 
detected  by  the  use  of  the  most  powerful 
microscope.  So  small,  in  fact,  that  they 
will  pass  through  the  pores  of  a  compact 
porcelain  Alter. 

Bacteria  are  classified  according  to 
shape,  and  consist  of  three  principal  divis- 
ions, namely:  Coccus  (ball  shaped).  Bacil- 
lus (rod  shaped)  and  Spirillum  (spiral 
shaped).  Mugula  enumerates  833  differ- 
ent bacilli.  343  cocci  and  96  spirilla,  a 
total  of  1272  varieties.  Matzuschita  has 
tabulated  descriptions  of  a  total  of  1325 
types  of  bacteria. 

Bacteria  grow  up  to  a  certain  size,  each 
species  attaining  the  maximum  size  which 
is  constant  for  each  species.  When  this 
point  is  reached  multiplication  takes  place, 
which  consists  of  fission  or  division  into 
halves.  Under  favorable  conditions  mul- 
tiplication may  be  quite  rapid,  each  bac- 
terium dividing  every  20  to  30  minutes. 
At  this  rate  of  increase  it  would  be  but  a 
short  time  when  the  numbers  of  bacteria 
would  be  so  great  that  it  would  be  imprac- 
tical to  determine  the  quantity  by  count. 
However,    there    are    various    checks    and 


hindrances  placed  on  such  excessive  mul- 
tiplication by  natural  causes,  such  as  lack 
of  food  and  moisture  or  unsuitable  tem- 
perature. There  is  also  a  potent  influence 
which  controls  excessive  multiplication  in 
that  the  bacteria  produce  substances,  their 
own  excreta,  which  accumulates  around 
them  and  prevents  their  increasing  in 
excessive  numbers.  Some  bacteria  have 
a  means  of  locomotion,  while  others  are 
unable  to  move  voluntarily,  and  must 
remain  stationary,  unless  moved  by  forces 
outside  their  control.  The  various  ways 
by  which  bacteria  may  enter  the  human 
system  are  many.  A  description  of  all 
such  modes  of  transmission  would  be  quite 
difficult.  However,  the  principal  mode  of 
dissemination  is  fairly  well  defined  in  so 
far  as  the  majority  of  pathogenic  bacteria 
are  concerned.  Among  the  better-known 
means  is  the  transmission  through  food 
and  water,  more  particularly  when  these 
articles  have  been  exposed  in  various  ways 
to  pollution  by  large  numbers  of  bacteria. 
Food  and  water  containing  excessive  num- 
bers of  harmful  bacteria  or  their  products 
are  unfit  for  human  consumption.  The 
pollution  of  food  and  water  by  human 
beings  is  by  far  the  most  dangerous,  and 
experience  in  the  past  tends  to  prove  that 
the  largest  majority  of  the  diseases  com- 
mon to  man  are  very  little  or  not  at  all 
harmful  to  domestic  animals. 

It  is  of  the  greatest  importance  that  the 
conditions  under  which  the  necessary 
articles  of  food  and  water  are  produced  or 
handled  should  be  of  the  very  highest 
standard.  Many  sudden  outbreaks  of 
typhoid  fever  have  been  known  to  orig- 
inate from  careless  handling  of  food  and 
water  by  persons  who  have  recently  re- 
covered from  typhoid  fever,  and  who  still 
carry,  perhaps  unknowingly,  the  germ  of 
typhoid  in  their  system.  The  danger  of 
spreading  typhoid  by  such  persons  is  espe- 
cially great,  owing  to  the  fact,  as  stated  by 
authorities,  that  persons  have  been  known 
to  harbor  large  numbers  of  these  bacteria 
and  spread  the  disease  from  the  intestinal 
and  fluid  discharges  for  many  years  after 
recoverv    from    the    fever.       One    chronic 
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typhoid  carrier  may,  through  ignorance, 
pollute  an  entire  water  or  food  supply  to 
such  an  extent  as  to  cause  same  to  become 
unsafe  for  human  consumption.  Shell  fish 
are  often  found  to  be  dangerously  con- 
taminated when  taken  from  water  close  to 
discharge  points  of  sewers.  Many  times 
vegetables  in  a  raw  state  carry  pathogenic 
bacteria,  especially  when  grown  in  soil 
highly  fertilized  by  fresh  manure. 

Some  of  the  diseases  which  may  result 
from  eating  raw  food  polluted  by  bacteria 
may  be  of  interest.  Typhoid  fever  (Bacil- 
lus typhosus),  Paratyphoid  (paratyphoid 
Bacilli),  Dysentery  (Bacillus  dysenterea), 
Tuberculosis  (Tubercle  Bacillus),  Botu- 
lism, which  produces  a  toxin  or  poison, 
(Bacillus  Botulinus),  Diphtheria  (Bacillus 
diphtheria).  Meat  poisoning  (Bacillus 
Enteritidis),  Typhoid  and  Dysentery  are 
also  found  in  polluted  water.  Levy  and 
Kayser*  found  typhoid  bacilli  in  soil  that 
had  been  manured  fourteen  days  previously 
with  five-months-old  contents  of  a  vault. 
The  evidence  that  any  genuine  multiplica- 
tion can  take  place  in  the  soil  is  not  con- 
vincing, but  it  has  been  proved  that  the 
bacillus  may  be  carried  by  water-currents 
to  a  considerable  distance  from  the  point 
where  it  was  first  introduced.  Infection 
of  wells  and  small  water-courses  is  thus 
brought  about  sometimes  by  the  washing 
of  bacilli  out  of  soil  in  which  they  may 
have  lain  dormant  for  many  months.  The 
persistence  of  typhoid  fever  around  cer- 
tain habitations  may  be  plausibly  ex- 
plained On  the  supposition  of  an  extensive 
soil  infection. 

fThe  occurrence  of  pathogenic  bacteria 
in  milk  is  by  no  means  unknown.  Both 
individual  cases  and  epidemics  of  several 
infections  diseases  have  been  clearly  traced 
to  the  drinking  of  milk.  Two  ordinary 
sources  of  infection  are  recognized:  the 
germs  may  be  derived  directly  from  the 
cow,  or  they  may  be  introduced  into  milk 
with  infectious  material  of  human  origin. 
The    latter    is    the    much    more    common 


source.  The  bacteria  of  typhoid  fever,  of 
cholera,  and  of  diphtheria,  and  probably 
the  yet  undiscovered  germ  of  scarlatina, 
often  find  their  way  into  milk  or  other 
foods  through  the  agency  of  convalescents 
or  by  persons  suffering  from  mild  attacks 
of  these  diseases  who  are  engaged  in  the 
milking  process  or  in  the  handling  of  milk 
and  other  foods.  Sometimes,  too,  infec- 
tions may  come  about  in  a  more  circuitous 
fashion,  as  in  the  often  exemplified  instance 
of  the  causation  of  typhoid  fever  by  the 
use  of  typhoid-infected  water  for  rinsing 
milk  cans  or  other  utensils.  A  serious 
source  of  danger  lies  in  the  improper  dis- 
position of  excreta  and  in  the  fact  that 
flies  and  other  insects  may  convey  typhoid 
bacilli  from  infected  vaults  to  various 
articles  of  food.

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FILTER  PLANT  OPERATORS' 
SCHOOL 

ASSISTANT  CHIEF  ENGINEER 
REINHARDT  has  been  attending 
the  school  of  instruction  in  Filtra- 
tion at  Waco,  Texas.  This  school  of  one 
week's  duration  was  presided  over  by 
experts  in  filtration  from  all  over  the 
United  States.  Mr.  Reinhardt  made  the 
trip  to  get  the  very  latest  ideas  on  filtra- 
tion. He  then  visited  New  Orleans,  which 
has  the  largest  and  best  equipped  filtration 
plant  in  the  United  States.  On  his  return 
he  visited  the  plant  at  St.  Louis. 

The  following  was  taken  from  one  of 
his  recent  letters: 

"The  Texas  State  Board  of  Health  has, 
in  co-operation  with  the  different  univer- 
sities in  the  State,  organized  a  regular 
course  of  instruction  for  FILTER 
PLANT  OPERATORS.  This  course  is 
designed  for  the  purpose  of  giving  opera- 
tors much  needed  information  along  the 
lines  of  design  and  construction,  but  more 
particularly   along  the  lines   of  operation. 


"The  school  at  Waco,  held  the  week 
beginning  April  11th,  was  the  third  school 
of  its  kind  so  far  held  in  the  State.  The 
instructors  are  men  of  recognized  authority 
in  public  health  work — members  of  the 
State  Board  of  Health  and  Filter  Plant 
authorities  from  the  East  and  Middle 
West. 

"The  course  consisted  of  lectures  given 
in  the  mornings,  laboratory  work  in  the 
afternoons,   and  lectures   in  the   evenings. 

"On  the  last  day  of  the  session,  the 
ladies  of  Waco  gave  a  luncheon  for  the 
men  attending  the  course,  after  which  a 
number  of  interesting  ten-minute  papers 
were  given. 

"The  people  of  Waco  should  be  com- 
mended for  organizing  this  school  plan. 
It  is  a  very  excellent  idea,  for  it  will  keep 
operators  up  to  date  and  allow  them  to 
very  readily  exchange  ideas  and  plans  for 
the  purpose  of  improving  public  water 
supplies."

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SHIPPING  GRAIN  IN  BULK 
Through    Oakland's    Huge    Elevators,    from    Grower    to    Consumer

NOT  much  is  known  of  bulk  grain  ele- 
vator* in  California.  The  reason  is 
simple.  They  haven't  been  doing  it 
that  way  out  here.  And  therein  lies  much 
food  for  thought,  and  much  ground  for 
complaint  among  the  grain  growers,  giving 
rise  to  a  slow. 
steady  movement 
rapidly  assuming 
the  proportions  of 
a  young  revolution. 

Curiously  enough. 
California,  gener- 
ally in  the  forefront 
of  things  progres- 
sive, has  been  lag- 
gard in  grain-hand- 
ling methods.  The 
grain  -  growing  in- 
dustry in  this  West 
Coast  State  is  not 
new.  Bulk  handling 
of  this  commodity 
in  the  Middle  West 
and  Northern 
States  has  far  out- 
stripped the  Golden 

State  in  this  particular,  with  the  result 
that  California  is  perhaps  the  only  grain- 
growing  section  of  importance  in  the  west- 
ern world  still  holding  to  the  antiquated, 
costly  method  of  handling  grain  in  sacks. 
Kansas.  Minnesota.  Michigan.  Canada. 
even  the  Northwestern  States,  are  studded 
with  modern  bulk  grain  elevators,  feeder 
elevators  and  terminal  elevators,  where 
the  grain  is  carried  through  cleaners, 
graded  and  thence  in  bulk  to  bins,  and 
finally,  ready  for  export,  is  conveyed  direct 
to  the  holds  of  huge  ocean  grain  carriers 
lying  in  deep  water  beside  the  elevator. 

Only  a  year  or  so  ago  Australia  literally 
relegated  sack  handling  to  the  scrap  heap. 
and.  with  the   financial   aid  of  a  paternal 
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government,  launched  into  the  construction 
of  bulk  grain  elevators. 

California,  however,  has  awakened,  and, 
not  content  with  awakening,  has  stepped 
right  out.  Not  only  have  her  grain 
growers  gone  in  for  bulk  handling,  but 
they  have  committed  themselves  with  a 
vengeance  to  a  program  remarkable  in  its 
scope.  That  program  has  as  its  basis,  as 
its  casus  belli  so  to  speak,  the  grim  urge 
of  necessity.  The  issue  is  sharply  drawn. 
It  is  a  declaration  of  independence  against 
the  speculator,  a  demand  for  a  just  share 
of  the  consumer's  dollar,  and  an  insistence 
that  the  margin  between  producer  and  con- 
sumer must  be  reduced. 

Like  the  extraordinary  development  of 
the  co-operative  marketing  associations  of 
California — the  citrus  growers,  the  prune 
growers,  the  poultry  producers  and  others 
— these  California  grain  growrers  are  join- 
ing together  for  mutual  protection  and  the 
collective  marketing  of  their  products. 
Allied  witli  the  grain  growers  are  the  hog 
growers,  livestock  men,  wool  growers, 
cotton  growers  and  growers  of  produce 
and  other  products  that  are  not  already 
organized. 

For  the  grain  farmers,  this  movement, 
actually  under  way.  includes  the  construc- 
tion of  grain  elevators  on  a  huge  scale 
throughout  the  grain-growing  districts  of 
the  State  from  Imperial  Valley  to  Glenn 
County,  the  formation  of  a  statewide 
marketing  association  whereby  the  grain 
growers  sell  as  one,  the  operation  of  the 
huge  terminal  bulk  grain  elevator  at  sea- 
board, in  Oakland  Harbor,  bulk  loading 
into  chartered  ocean  freighters  and  ex- 
ported to  European  markets.  It  is  no 
small  undertaking  this,  that  will  enable  the 
California  grain  farmer,  heretofore  at  the 
mercy  of  the  grain  speculator,  whose  only 
interest  lay  in  buying  as  low  as  possible 
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and  selling  as  high  as  possible,  to  market 
his  own  grain,  without  the  speculative 
intermediaries,  in  the  markets  of  the  world, 
whether  it  be  Liverpool  or  Scandinavia. 
And  for  further  measure,  this  program 
includes  the  formation  of  a  grain  and 
produce  exchange  in  Oakland,  like  and  yet 
unlike  those  in  Eastern  cities.  Like  in 
that  buyers  and  sellers  of  farm  products 
will  meet,  and  that  the  grain  and  other 
products  of  these  farmers  will  be  offered 
for  sale  on  the  floor  by  the  association; 
and  unlike,  in  that  transactions  in  futures 
will  not  be  tolerated,  since  it  borders  on 
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speculation  wherein  no  actual  product 
changes  hands. 

Who  is  behind  this  movement?  The 
farmers  themselves,  through  the  Farm 
Bureau,  a  voluntary  association  of  farmers 
in  each  county,  formed  for  educational  and 
progressive  purposes. 

Back  in  1912  the  first  Farm  Bureau  was 
formed  in  Humboldt  County.  Other 
counties  rapidly  followed,  until  at  present 
thirty-two  counties  in  California  have 
Farm  Bureaus,  representing  in  the  aggre- 
gate over  30,000  farmers.     These  County 


Farm  Bureaus  are  joined  in  the  California 
Farm  Bureau  Federation,  which  in  turn 
is  part  of  the  National  Farm  Bureau 
Federation,  reaching  similarly  into  most 
of  the  States  of  the  Union. 

With  one  difference,  the  California 
Farm  Bureau  has  gone  a  step  in  advance 
of  Farm  Bureaus  in  other  States,  by  organ- 
izing and  incorporating  County  Farm 
Bureau  Exchanges,  separate  from  the 
Farm  Bureau,  but  of  which  the  members 
must  be  members  of  the  Farm  Bureau. 
These  exchanges  are  co-operative  market- 
ing associations,  without  capital  stock, 
selling  grain,  livestock,  pro- 
duce and  other  farm  prod- 
ucts and  purchasing  farm 
supplies,  operating  at  cost. 
In  other  words,  no  profit 
accrues  to  the  organization, 
and  all  surplus,  after  oper- 
ating expenses,  goes  back  to 
the  farmer  member  in.  pro- 
portion to  the  volume  of  his 
business. 

The  Humboldt  County 
Exchange  last  year  handled 
for  its  members  close  to 
$400,000  in  business  at  a 
great  saving.  The  Glenn 
County  Exchange  in  its  first 
year  did  a  business  of  $85,- 
000,  increasing  to  $400,000 
the  third  year.  These  and 
other  exchanges  have 
formed  the  California  Farm 
Bureau  Exchange,  a  state- 
wide marketing  association,  fostered  by 
the  State  Farm  Bureau  Federation,  and 
with  a  potential  membership  from  all  the 
members  of  the  farm  bureaus.  Headquar- 
ters of  this  exchange  have  been  established 
within  the  month  in  Oakland,  and  already 
a  sizeable  volume  of  business  has  been 
handled.  With  its  many  county  units 
scattered  throughout  the  State,  in  the 
fertile  valleys  of  the  Sacramento  and  San 
Joaquin,  the  coast  counties  and  mountain 
counties,  this  exchange  acts  as  a  clearing 
house,    its     functions     facilitated     by    the 
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monster  terminal  elevator  and  a  huge 
warehouse  adjacent.  Through  this  me- 
dium, grain,  wool,  cotton,  beans  and  pro- 
duce from  all  the  far  reaches  of  the  State 
will  be  assembled  and  sold  for  domestic 
consumption  and  foreign  export.  Oakland, 
Math  its  terminal  facilities,  its  advantages 
of  rail  and  water,  forms  the  central  con- 
centration point  for  this  huge  business. 

The  terminal  grain  elevator  is  built  on 
an  ambitious  scale,  contemplated  as  only 
a  unit  of  further  construction,  yet  having 
a  capacity  of  1,200,000  bushels  of  grain. 
Built  by  the  Western  Milling  Company 
as  a  project  to  include  flour 
mills,  the  elevator  is  leased 
to  the  California  Farm  Bu- 
reau Elevator  Corporation, 
capitalized  at  $1,000,000, 
composed  of  grain  growers, 
and  fostered  by  the  State 
Federation  as  part  of  its  tre- 
mendous program.  This 
corporation  is  building  and 
operating  bulk  grain  ele- 
vators over  the  State  to  act 
as  feeders  for  the  Terminal 
Elevator,  on  which  it  has  a 
five-year  lease. 

The  Terminal  Elevators, 
in  Oakland,  thus  become  a 
facility  for  handling  grain 
in  transit  and  bulk,  loading 
to  ships.  It  is  estimated 
that  the  elevator  will  handle 
fully  one-third  of  the  grain 
output  of  the  State  this  first 
year,  and  in  the  continual 
process  of  incoming  and  out- 
shipping  grain,  will  be  refilled  approxi- 
mately eight  times  during  the  season. 

The  elevator  is  most  modern  in  every 
way.  In  addition  to  the  square  standard 
section  containing  the  hoisting  buckets, 
or  'legs,"  the  main  grain  storage  space  is 
composed  of  thirty-six  round  bins  of  huge 
size,  together  with  close  to  a  hundred  sub- 
sidiary bins,  the  whole  being  over  ninety 
feet  in  height.  The  square  structure, 
massive  in  dimensions  and  height,  is  fully 


equipped  with  modern  cleaning  machin- 
ery, treaders,  scourers,  driers,  graders  and 
conveyors. 

As  the  grain  is  brought  in  railroad  cars 
to  the  siding  of  the  elevator,  it  is  dumped 
into  slides  at  the  base  of  the  square  ele- 
vator and  caught  up  by  buckets  on  a 
continually  revolving  hoist  and  carried  to 
the  top  of  the  building.  Thence  it  may 
be  run  through  driers  if  necessary. 

At  the  top  it  may  be  carried  by  means 
of  wide  rubber  conveyors  over  the  tops  of 
the  huge  grain  bins.  These  at  the  bottom 
are  funnel  shaped,  and  underneath  all  bins 
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is  a  system  of  rubber  conveyors  similar  to 
those  on  the  top.  The  grain  may  thus  be 
graded,  run  through  the  cleaner,  hoisted  to 
the  top  of  the  bins  and  dropped  into  them. 
For  shipping  out,  the  grain  may  be  let 
down  from  the  bins  by  the  simple  process 
of  turning  a  wheel  at  the  bottom  of  the 
bin,  which  opens  the  vent  and  permits  the 
grain  to  fall  to  the  rubber  conveyor.  If 
certain  blends  of  grain  are  desired,  several 
bins  may  thus  be  opened,  the  grain  mixing 
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on  the  running  conveyor  underneath. 
This  rubber  conveyor  also  continues 
through  the  mill  and  out  over  the  dock, 
whence  it  is  dropped  by  funnels  into  the 
holds  of  the  freighters.  By  this  bulk 
handling,  untold  saving  is  effected,  all  of 
which  will  now  accrue  to  the  farmer  rather 
than  to  the  speculative  dealers. 

First,  the  elimination  of  sacks  will  effect 
material  economy.  If  some  sections  are 
not  yet  equipped  with  a  feeder  elevator, 
and  temporarily  use  sacks,  these  can  be 
shipped  in,  unsacked  and  the  sacks  re- 
turned to  the  grower  or  sold  for  his 
benefit. 

The  opportunity  afforded  the  grain 
farmers,  through  the  Exchange,  to  grade 
their  grain,  and  sell  by  special  grade 
rather  than  in  the  rough,  will  bring  greater 
returns.  This  the  dealer  has  heretofore 
realized. 

Under  this  system  the  screenings  are 
saved,  the  value  reverting  to  the  grower. 

Labor  and  handling  charges  are  min- 
imized. It  is  also  estimated  that  in  load- 
ing an  8,000-ton  freighter,  the  elevator 
can  load  in  bulk  in  twenty-four  hours,  as 
against  six  or  seven  days  required  by  sack 
loading  and  labor. 

As  the  grain  arrives  at  the  terminal, 
fully  protected  warehouse  receipts,  based 
on  grades  established  by  Federal  or  State 
inspectors,  as  provided  by  act  of  the  State 
Legislature  at  the  last  session,  are  issued 
to  the  grower  for  the  weight",  quality  and 
variety  of  the  grain  received.  The  grain 
is  then  sold  for  his  account  by  the  Cali- 
fornia Farm  Bureau  Exchange,  which,  like 
the  County  Exchanges,  operates  only  at 
cost,  reserving  no  profit  of  any  nature, 
and  remitting  the  proceeds  to  the  County 
Exchanges  and  thence  to  the  individual 
growers. 

So  determined  are  the  grain  growers 
that  grain  has  already  been  shipped  in,  not 
waiting  for  the  final  completion  of  all  the 
units  of  the  elevator,  which,  however,  is 
ready  up  to  800,000  tons  capacity,  the 
other  units  being  only  a  matter  of  days. 
Carloads  of  bulk  and  sacked  grain  are 
now  arriving  and  passing  through  the 
elevator  dailv. 


INDUSTRIAL  RELATIONS 

A  Unique  Court  for  Settling  Labor 

Disputes 

There  is  a  new  Court  of  Industrial  Re- 
lations in  Kansas.  It  is  run  by  a  man 
named  Farrel,  who  acts  as  presiding 
judge.  This  court  is  to  provide  peaceful 
settlement  of  any  disputed  question  be- 
tween Labor  and  Capital.  It  goes  with- 
out saying  that  the  judge  has  "some  job" 
on  his  hands,  but  he  is  not  side-stepping, 
and  has  posted  some  new  Industrial  Com- 
mandments to  cover  all  cases: 

TO  CAPITAL: 

Thou  shalt  pay  a  fair  living  wage  to 
each  and  every  one  of  thy  workers. 

Thou  shalt  furnish  a  safe  and  sani- 
tary place  in  which,  and  safe  appliances 
with  which,  thy  employees  may  work. 

Thou  shalt  operate  the  business  as 
continuously  as  its  nature  will  permit, 
to  the  end  that  labor  shall  be  regularly 
employed,  and  that  the  public  shall  not 
suffer  for  the  living  necessities  fur- 
nished through  the  medium  of  thy  activ- 
ities. 

TO  LABOR: 

Thou  shalt  not  allow  any  of  thy  mem- 
bers to  place  the  union  card  above  the 
country's  flag. 

Thou  shalt  not  demand  for  any 
worker  a  good  day's  pay  in  return  for 
a  bad  day's  service. 

Thou  shalt  not  deny  to  any  man  the 
right  to  work  as  a  free  man,  and  receive 
wages  as  such. 

TO  THE  GENERAL  PUBLIC: 

Thou  shalt  willingly  pay  a  fair  price 
for  all  commodities  from  labor  and  cap- 
ital to  the  end  that  labor  shall  have  a 
just  reward  and  capital  a  fair  profit. 

Thou  shalt  pay  thy  taxes  cheerfully 
and  honestly,  to  the  end  that  the  obliga- 
tions of  the  State  to  all  its  people  may 
be  prompt  and  properly  fulfilled,  lib- 
erty and  justice  safeguarded  and  the 
o-eneral  welfare  assured. 
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THE  COST  OF  CARELESSNESS 
Or  the  Yearly  Toll  of  Lives  and  Property 


MANAGERS  of  big  business  concerns, 
as  well  as  individuals,  are  constantly 
being  urged  to  do  more  to  prevent 
the  useless  waste  of  life  and  property  and 
to  make  a  study  of  fire  prevention  and 
protection. 

While  the  management  of  many  of  the 
large  business  concerns  scoff  at  the  idea 
of  having  trained  men  in  their  employ  to 
fight  fire,  on  the  other  hand  they  will  con- 
cede that  the  fire  drills  in  the  schools  of 
the  country  are  saving  thousands  of  lives 
yearly. 

Property  should  be  safeguarded  by  hav- 
ing extinguishers,  hose,  a  water  supply, 
hydrants  and  drilled  men  to  handle  same. 

It  would  be  interesting  to  note  the 
causes  of  the  majority  of  fires  in  this  dis- 
trict during  the  past  few  months.  Fires 
in  the  homes  are  caused  usually  from  cel- 
lar rubbish,  empty  gas  cans  (they  will  ex- 
plode) ;  stoves  and  heaters  too  close  to 
woodwork;  defective  wires  and  electric  ap- 
pliances, and  careless  smokers.  Fires  in 
the  business  district  are  due  to  neglect  as 
a  rule.  Oily  rags  and  waste,  defective 
wires,  gasoline  liquid,  lighted  cigarette 
stubs  and  fault  of  the  management  are 
some  of  the  reasons  why  we  should  make 
an  effort  to  use  more  care. 

Fire  protection  is  the  science  of  making 
life  and  property  safe  against  fire. 

It  is  a  curious  fact  that  men  and  women 
will  work  and  struggle  for  years  to  build 
up  a  business  and  have  a  comfortable  home, 
but  will  overlook  the  little  essential  things 
in  fire  prevention,  and  wake  up  after  the 
fire  has  destroyed  their  life  work. 

Do  you  know  where  the  fire  alarm  box 
is  located  in  your  district? 

The  fire  fighters  in  the  East  Bay  Cities 
are  loyal,  courageous  and  efficient,  and 
we  owe  it  to  them  to  do  our  share  in  elimi- 
nating the  contributing  causes  of  fire. 

D.  J.  Barr,  Battalion  Chief  and  a  fire 
student,  serving  under  Chief  Elliot  White- 
head, Oakland  Fire  Department,  presents 
the  following  ten  questions  and  answers 
for  study  on  fire  prevention  and  fire  pro- 
tection : 


Questions 

1 — What  is  fire  prevention? 

Fire  prevention  is  the  science  of  making  life  and 
property  safe  against  Are. 

2 — What  is  fire  protection? 

Safeguard  your  property  by  Are  department  equip- 
ment: extinguishers,  hose,  and  the  necessary  fittings, 
water  supply,  hydrants,  and  trained  or  drilled  men 
to  handle  same. 

3 — What  is  fire? 

Fire  is  smoke,  heat  and  flame.     Smoke  is  a  mixture 

of  air,  gases,   and  solid  matter. 

The  air  in  the  smoke  is  air  that  has  been  warmed 

by  the  heat  of  the  fire.     This  makes  it  lighter  than 

the  surrounding  air,   and  so  it  rises  above  the  fire; 

the    rising    of   the    heated    air   from   the    fire    is   the 

draft. 

4 — What  causes  fire? 

Fire  occurs  because  a  gas  known  as  oxygen  mixes 
with  things,  and  sure  burns.  Oxygen  is  a  gas  that 
is  colorless  and  odorless.  With  another  gas  known 
as  nitrogen  it  forms  air.  Air  is  one-fifth  oxygen, 
four-fifths  nitrogen.  With  gas  known  as  hydrogen, 
oxygen  forms  water.  Water  is  eight-ninths  oxygen, 
and  one-ninth  hydrogen.  Oxygen  makes  more  than 
one-half  of  the  earth.  We  all  know  nothing  can 
exist  without  oxygen. 

5 — What  is  meant  by  carelessness  ? 

Wanting  in  care  of  interest;  neglectful.  "Be  care- 
ful." 

6 — What  is   meant  by   F.   O.   M.   in   fire 

prevention  ? 

F.  0.  M.  in  fire  prevention  is  "Fault  of  manage- 
ment." 

7 — Give  five  causes  of  F.  O.  M.  in  your 
home,  factory  or  plant. 

Neglect  in  housekeeping,  stoves  and  heaters  too 
close  to  woodwork,  defective  wires,  and  electric 
appliances,  oily  rags  and  waste,  careless  smokers. 
(In   addition  there  are   numerous  causes.) 

8 — Will  gasoline  explode? 

Gasoline  liquid  will  not  explode;  it  will  burn.  The 
gas  from  the  gasoline  mixed  with  the  air  that  we 
breathe  is  what  causes  the  explosion.  "Be  careful." 
Empty  gas  tanks,  cans,  or  drums  will  explode. 

9 — Where  is  the  nearest  street  fire  alarm 
signal  box,  at  your  home,  factory,  or 
plant  ? 
When  you  get  a   chance   look   up   this  matter. 

10 — How  would  you  send  in  an  alarm  in 

case  of  fire? 

Read  the  instructions  on  the  street  signal  fire  alarm 
box. 
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"NOT  UNDERSTOOD" 

"Oh  God — If  Men  Could  See  a  Little  Clearer — Or  Judge  Less 
Harshly  Where  They  Cannot  See  ..."

I  CAME  a  stranger  from  a  tiny  far- 
away world  through  the  welcoming 
Golden  Gate,  and  stood  within  the 
great  strange  city  of  San  Francisco. 
Strange  city,  strange  throngs,  strangely 
pitched  voices  in  known  and  unknown 
tongues.  I  moved  about  midst  the  strange- 
ness— then  began  to  live  in  America. 

In  my  far-away  world  they  had  told 
me  many  strange  things  of  this  city  of 
night  and  day,  and  I  listened,  puzzled, 
incredulous. 

They  told  me  San  Francisco  was  the 
third  wickedest  city  in  the  world,  and  now 
I  doubted,  I  had  watched  it.  They  told 
me  that  its  people  cared  for  nothing  but 
gold — and  I  doubted — I  had  seen  a 
strange  sight.  Out  in  its  parks  hundreds 
of  fathers  carried  their  babes  in  arms  or 
wheeled  the  baby  -buggies,  an  act  unknown 
in  my  far-away  world ;  that  was  a  woman's 
job.  And  nightly  I  watched  thousands 
of  hurrying,  eager-faced  men,  carrying- 
little  bundles  of  rolls,  and  roses,  and  lawn- 
clippers,  and  popcorn,  through  the  ferry 
gates  to  the  homes  of  their  own  creating. 

And  then,  one  bright  April  morning, 
nature  made  a  slight  readjustment  and, 
like  a  child's  tower  of  blocks,  the  great 
city's  monuments  of  commerce  fell  scat- 
tering to  the  ground.  Was  it  only  the  lure 
of  gold  that  built  it  up  again,  or  was  it  as 
much  the  pride  and  sentiment  of  its 
builders  ? 

I  had  heard  other  stories  of  this  mighty 
city  of  the  West;  that  its  women  are  care- 
free and  selfish  to  a  degree,  and  I  would 
not  believe,  and  now  I  had  talked  with  its 
women,  and  what  a  revelation  of  big- 
heartedness  I  found.  I  recall  vividly  the 
first  American  woman  I  talked  with,  or  re- 
fused to  talk  with.  She  was  a  gray-haired, 
middle-aged,  care-worn  little  American 
woman  from  Sweden.  I  was  a  brown- 
haired,  nineteen-year-old,  light-hearted 
little  snob  from  New  Zealand.  I  walked 
in  my  garden  one  bright  sunny  morning, 


a  bride — and  the  world  was  mine.  A  soft 
voice  said  over  the  fence,  "Good  morning." 
I  raised  my  head  in  indignation !  The 
idea  !  She  had  not  been  introduced !  And 
she  took  in  washing !  She  had  presumed 
to  address  me !  I  turned  my  back  and 
walked  away.  Poor  little  snob.  So  much 
to  learn,  and  I  have  learned  much,  and 
from  the  big-hearted,  generous-souled 
women  of  America.  If  ever  life  brings 
me  to  the  need  of  help,  commend  me  to 
an  American  woman.  For  this  I  know, 
that  while  my  dear,  queer,  well-intentioned 
but  conservative  English  sisters  were  dis- 
cussing the  question,  "How  can  we  be  sure 
she  deserves  help?"  the  impulsive  and 
quick-witted  American  women  would  sup- 
ply the  need  and  ask  the  questions  later. 

I  have  learned  also,  and  this  was  very 
difficult  to  realize,  that  the  little  woman 
who  took  in  washing  for  the  support  of 
herself  and  her  two  boys  would  not  be 
any  less  respected  in  the  community,  as 
she  most  assuredly  would  have  been  in  my 
far-away  little  world. 

They  told  me  that  the  City's  great  doc- 
tors worked  only  for  the  gold,  and  when 
the  Spanish  Influenza  took  from  me  he 
whom  I  loved,  out  at  the  splendid  Lane 
Hospital  the  precious  services  of  the  great 
City's  greatest  doctors  tried  to  save  him — 
and  there  was  no  price — they  handed  me 
back  my  gold.  They  were  giving  their 
wonderful  work  in  the  cause  of  humanity, 
as  were  thousands  of  other  men  and 
women,  professional  and  unprofessional. 

Then  there  was  the  strangest  tale  of  all. 
They  told  me  that  the  American  people 
had  little  regard  for  or  enforcement  of  the 
law.  That  its  lawyers  and  city  officials 
had  their  price.  That  its  ignorant  and 
innocent  and  weak  alike  were  unprotected. 
I  grew  afraid,  and  almost  I  longed  for  the 
far-away  land  where  justice  at  least  pre- 
vails. But  still  I  doubted.  Then  the 
test  horrible  came.  The  City  awoke  to 
find  that  some  of  its   ignorant   and  weak 
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ones  had  been  made  victims  of  a  group  of 
human  brutes,  and  needed  help,  and  what 
was  the  answer?  There  lies  beneath  the 
sod  tonight  three  men  who  gave  their  lives 
for  justice's  sake,  and  a  mercifully  swift 
oblivion  has  claimed  the  undeveloped  souls 
of  three  others  among  those  responsible, 
who  must  now  answer  to  a  Higher  Court. 
Within  the  State  prison  fret  those  other 
brute-like  creatures  whose  lives  must 
henceforth  be  controlled.  The  manhood 
of  the  City  was  aroused  as  never  before, 
and  "JUSTICE"  became  its  battle  cry. 

And  the  last  of  the  strange  stories  they 
told  me  was  refuted — not  a  lawyer  to  be 
found  to  defend  the  guilty  !  Thank  God 
for  that !  Not  because  those  poor  wretches 
should  go  undefended,  but  because  there 
was  no  price  big  enough  to  tempt  the 
lawyers  of  San  Francisco  to  seek  to  be- 
little the  vile  crimes  against  its  Woman- 
hood. 

The  people  proved  themselves  worthy, 
and  all  the  strange  things  they  told  me 
have  been  proven  wrong.  They  were  the 
result  of  first  impressions — that's  all — 
made  by  folks  who  did  not  understand. 
They  had  not  lived  long  enough  among  the 
American  people  to  understand  them — 
these  "critic  folks"  who  had  passed 
through  and  gone  on  their  way.  How  few 
people  stop  to  realize  the  harm  often  done 
by  hasty  judgments.  The  great  pity  of 
it  strikes  one  most  forcibly  when  one 
watches,  as  I  have  often  watched,  the  deep 
and  lasting  friendships  made  when  people 
of  the  English-speaking  nations  learn  to 
truly  understand  each   other. 

You  ask  perhaps,  who  cares?  What 
matters  it?  Ah,  but  it  does  matter;  more 
today  than  ever  in  history  before  does  it 
matter  that  these  peoples  should  be  un- 
derstood. Individual  friendships  may  not 
appear  of  much  importance.  But  indi- 
viduals make  nations,  and  when  wars  come, 
and  leagues  of  nations  come,  and  propa- 
gandas come,  we  find  that  enough  of  those 
friendships  can  bind  together  the  greatest 
nations  for  the  safety  and  peace  of  the 
very  world  itself.  For  this  is  the  essence 
of  peace ;  the  strongest  weapon  any  nation 
holds  today.    We  speak  the  same  language. 


We  hold  the  same  ideals.  We  have  the 
peace  of  the  world  in  our  hands.  Shall 
we  misunderstand  each  other  individually 
or  nationally?  It  must  have  been  no  less 
a  cause  than  this  that  founded  the  cry  of 
Thomas  A.  Bracken,  the  Australian  poet, 
when  he  wrote:  "Oh  God — If  men  could 
draw  a  little  nearer  to  each  other  they 
would  be  nearer  Thee — and  understood." 


RESULTS 

THE  man  who  is  throwing  heart  and 
soul  into  his  work,  the  one  who  is 
studying  his  job  intelligently  and 
handling  it  most  efficiently  is  getting  re- 
sults, and  results  are  what  all  of  us  are 
after,  since  results  are  what  we  are  being 
paid   for. 

A  man  is  not  getting  the  best  results 
who  is  not  learning  as  he  goes,  and  doing 
better  work  through  his  learning.  The 
man  who  is  not  interested  in  doing  more 
and  better  work,  on  the  theory  that  his 
employer  will  get  all  of  the  benefits,  is 
digging  his  own  grave.  The  rapid,  effi- 
cient worker  goes  ahead  of  the  poor 
worker,  and,  according  to  the  standard  on 
which  wages  are  apportioned  in  all  well- 
regulated  shops,  he  gets  more  money  for 
the  extra  effort  he  puts  into  his  work. 

To  get  the  big  job  and  the  big  money,  a 
man  should  forget  about  his  employer's 
profits  and  think  only  of  his  own,  using 
the  line  of  reasoning  that  if  he  acquires 
knowledge  that  will  enable  him  to  do 
better  work  more  rapidly,  he  will  be  help- 
ing not  only  the  man  he  is  working  for, 
but  himself  as  well.  Be  selfish  in  your 
quest  for  a  better  job  and  better  wages, 
but  let  your  selfishness  be  of  the  enlight- 
ened kind.  The  man  who  does  not  give 
his  employer  the  best  that  is  in  him,  is 
hurting  no  one  but  himself.

ALTHOUGH  the  appropriation  for 
the  Naval  Base  at  Alameda  has  been 
held  up  by  the  greatest  deliberating 
body  in  the  world,  the  United  States 
Senate,  the  East  Bay  Cities  are  not  alto- 
gether disappointed,  and,  in  fact,  there 
are  many  who  think 
that,  with  the  devel- 
opment of  plans  that 
are  now  on  foot,  the 
Naval  Base  will  be  a 
secondary  considera- 
tion. In  brief,  this 
new  proposition  is  to 
establish  a  free  port 
on  the  present  Naval 
Base  site.  This  idea 
of  a  free  port  is  to 
provide  docking  facil- 
ities where  raw  ma- 
terials could  be  re- 
ceived, manufactured 

and  then  reshipped,  with  a  minimum 
amount  of  handling.  This  would  mean 
that,  instead  of  shipping  millions  of  dol- 
lars' worth  of  raw  silk  to  the  New  Jersey 
silk  mills,  and  then  reshipping  the  finished 
article  to  the  various  markets,  it  would  be 
manufactured  and  shipped  direct  from 
here.  This  would  be  only  one  of  the 
many  industries  to  be  established,  and  the 
benefits  arising  from  the  factories  employ- 
ing thousands  of  men  would  more  than 
compensate  for  the  loss  of  the  Naval  Base.

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SANITATION— FOOD  AND  WATER

EXPERIENCE  has  demonstrated  the 
necessity  of  protecting  in  every  way 
possible  food  and  water  supplies  as 
a  means  of  preventing  the  spread  of 
disease.  Some  of  the  diseases  common 
to  the  domestic  animal,  such  as  the  horse, 
cow,  sheep,  goat, 
swine  and  domestic 
fowls,  are  patho- 
genic to  mankind. 
The  diseases  which 
possibly  may  be 
transmitted  from 
domestic  animals  to 
the  human  system 
may  be  easily  pre- 
vented by  ordinary 
sanitary  pre- 
cautions. 

Some  of  the  many 
means  by  which 
food  and  water  be- 
come polluted  are 
through  the  improper  disposal  of  sewage, 
garbage  and  fecal  matter.  The  rather 
common  practice  of  disposing  of  excreta 
in  so-called  "sanitary  privies"  or  "pit 
privies"  has  nothing  whatever  to  recom- 
mend it  from  a  sanitary  viewpoint;  there 
is  no  lack  of  sound  information  on  the  sub- 
ject of  domestic  sewage  disposal,  espe- 
cially as  regards  household  wastes.  Nearly 
every  City  and  State  Board  of  Health  has 
practical  information  on  the  subject,  which 
may  be  freely  obtained  upon  request. 

Some  of  the  methods  of  sewage  disposal 
are  as  follows : 

1.  Dilution  method: 

The  discharging  of  sewage  from  fac- 
tories, office  buildings  or  residences 
through  suitable  sized  vitrified  sewer  pipes 
into  a  large  main  street  sewer  and  thence 
into  non-potable  running  streams,  irriga- 
tion ditches  or  large  bodies  of  salt  water. 

2.  Chemical  method: 

The  collecting  of  sewage  at  a  central 
point  in  tanks    or   other   water-tight   con- 


tainers, separating  the  coarse  material 
from  the  liquid  and  treating  the  liquid  or 
both  with  a  sterilizing  chemical. 

3.  Absorption  and  aeration: 

Discharging  sewage  directly  from  sewer 
pipe  on  and  over  the  surface  of  porous 
ground  or  into  what  is  commonly  known 
as  a  cesspool. 

4.  Reduction  and  oxidizing  method: 
Collecting   in    a   practically   water-tight 

specially  constructed  tank,  where  the  pro- 
cess of  reducing  organic  solids  takes  place 
by  bacterial  action,  the  liquid  being  dis- 
posed of  by  soil  absorption  and  evapora- 
tion. 

The  first  or  dilution  method  is  that  com- 
monly used  by  large  municipalities  natu- 
rally provided  for  such  means  of  sewage 
disposal.  There  are  some  objections  to 
the  unrestricted  use  of  this  method  of 
sewage  disposal,  particularly  in  cases 
where  sewers  are  emptied  directly  and 
without  any  previous  treatment  into  pota- 
ble streams.  Streams  so  polluted  by  raw 
sewage  retain  many  pathogenic  bacteria 
for  a  considerable  time  and  are  highly 
dangerous  for  human  consumption,  until 
thoroughly  purified  by  filtration  and  steril- 
ization. Although  water  highly  polluted 
by  raw  sewage  may  be  made  entirely  safe 
for  domestic  consumption,  the  idea  is  not 
one  which  would  appeal  to  the  average 
person. 

The  danger  which  may  result  from  pol- 
luting large  bodies  of  salt  water  with 
sewage  is  small,  the  principal  danger  aris- 
ing from  the  use  of  such  water  for  bathing 
purposes. 

The  second  or  chemical  method  is  often 
used  in  districts  removed  from  sanitary 
sewer  systems,  and  if  properly  operated 
eliminates  the  danger  of  disease  from  bac- 
teria. This  method  requires  constant  at- 
tention and  a  free  use  of  some  highly  effi- 
cient sterilizing  chemical,  such  as  liquid 
chlorine,  chloride  of  lime  or  other  suitable 
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disinfectants.  After  sewage  is  properly 
sterilized  by  this  method  there  is  still  a 
large  amount  of  sludge  to  be  disposed  of 
in  some  manner,  usually  by  burial  or  in- 
cineration. Owing  to  the  chemicals  which 
are  used  for  sterilizing,  the  sludge  should 
not  be  used  as  a  fertilizer.  At  its  best 
this  method  is  rather  troublesome. 

The  third  method,  by  absorption  and 
aeration,  is  used  to  some  extent  in  country 
districts  very  thinly  populated.  This 
method  has  little  to  recommend  it.  more 
particularly  the  discharging  of  the  sewage 
on  the  surface  of  the  ground  for  aeration. 
There  is  always  a  very  strong  odor  around 
such  places,  and  there  is  also  the  possi- 
bility of  disease  being  spread  by  flies.  The 
common  cesspool  is  used  often  in  the  dis- 
posal of  domestic  sewage  by  absorption. 
To  obtain  the  best  results  it  should  be 
located  in  very  porous  ground,  tightly 
covered  and  screened  and  well  away  (150 
feet  or  more)  from  water  supplies  intended 
for  human  consumption. 


The  fourth  method,  reduction  and  oxida- 
tion, is  also  known  as  the  septic  tank  pro- 
cess. A  tank  for  domestic  use  consists  of 
two  or  three  separate  chambers,  each  one 
being  practically  air  and  water  tight.  In 
this  tank  the  process  of  liquefaction  takes 
place  by  aid  of  reducing  bacteria  natu- 
rally in  sewage.  There  are  two  classes 
of  bacteria  which  are  instrumental  in 
reducing  raw  sewage.  One  class  (the 
anaerobic  bacteria)  do  not  thrive  in  the 
presence  of  air  or  sunlight.  Another  (the 
aerobic  bacteria)  require  air  and  light  for 
their  existence.  It  is  necessary  that  these 
bacteria  hr.  undisturbed  as  near  as  it  is 
possible  by  sudden  movements  or  agita- 
tion of  the  sewage  in  the  tank,  such  as 
might  be  caused  by  strong  currents  set  up 
by  too  much  velocity  of  liquids  entering 
the  chambers.  Any  disturbance  of  this 
kind  may  be  prevented  by  placing  baffle 
boards  in  front  of  the  inlet  or  by  running 
the  inlet  pipe  down  to  within  ten  inches 
or  a  foot  of  the  bottom  of  the  tank. 
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After  the  tank  has  been  in  operation 
for  three  to. six  weeks,  a  thick  scum  forms 
on  top  of  the  liquid.  This  scum  should 
be  disturbed  as  little  as  possible,  it  being 
the  active  habitat  of  the  anaerobic  bacteria. 
The  liquid,  after  passing  through  the 
septic  tank,  may  be  disposed  of  by  dis- 
charging into  porous  material,  through 
drain  tile  or  into  sand  beds,  to  be  absorbed 
by  the  surrounding  soil.  The  absorption 
system  should  be  located,  if  possible, 
where  it  will  receive  sunlight.  The  tank 
should  have  a  capacity  of  four  to  four  and 
one-half  cubic  feet  for  each  person  using 
same. 

The  entire  tank  may  be  placed  under 
ground  and  covered  with  earth.  The  con- 
struction may  be  either  of  suitable  wood 
or  concrete,  the  latter  preferred. 

Not  alone  water,  but  food,  also  may 
become  polluted  to  a  dangerous  extent  by 
the  improper  disposal  of  sewage,  indus- 
trial wastes,  garbage  and  fecal  matter. 

The  carelessness  displayed  in  the  dis- 
posal of  objectionable  matter  in  some  in- 
stances in  the  rural  districts  is  surprising 
and  deserves  serious  consideration,  owing 
to  the  fact  that  it  is  from  these  districts 
that  the  general  food  supply  is  obtained, 
and  in  many  cases  the  water  supply  also. 
The  fact  that  one  lives  in  the  outlying 
country  district  is  no  excuse  for  neglecting 
the  sanitary  conditions  simply  because 
they  are  satisfied  with  them.  Especially  in 
the  production  and  distribution  of  food 
or  water  from  rural  districts  should  the 
highest  standard  of  sanitary  conditions  be 
maintained. 

Where  it  is  possible  to  obtain  a  water 
supply  sufficient  for  the  purpose,  sanitary 
fixtures,  such  as  flush  toilet,  sink  and  bath, 
should  be  installed  and  connected  with  a 
modern  septic  tank.  Dairy  wastes  should 
also  be  disposed  of  by  the  septic  tank 
method;  barnyard  manure  should  be 
placed  in  large  boxes  and  kept  covered  to 
exclude  flies.  When  boxes  are  full,  manure 
should  be  hauled  away  and  plowed  into 
the  fields.  The  carcasses  of  domestic  ani- 
mals dying  of  disease  should  be  burned, 
not  simply  buried  or  left  to  decay  on  the 
open    ground.      The    small    additional    ex- 


pense incurred  in  making  and  maintaining 
sanitary  surroundings  in  rural  districts  is 
more  than  compensated  for,  not  alone  by 
the  increased  revenue  which  may  be  de- 
rived thereby,  but  also  from  the  health 
and  happiness  which  is  the  natural  result 
of  clean  and  sanitary  living  conditions. 

A  section  from  the  General  Health  Laws 
of  the  State  of  California  relative  to  the 
"contamination  of  streams"  may  be  of 
interest : 

"Any  privy,  vault,  cesspool,  sewer  pipe 
or  conduit  erected,  constructed,  excavated 
or  maintained  on  or  near  the  banks  of  any 
river  or  stream  within  two  miles  above  the 
intake  of  any  water  supply  used  for  drink- 
ing or  domestic  purposes  in  any  city,  town 
or  village,  which  shall  cause  or  suffer  to 
be  discharged  therefrom  sewage,  garbage, 
fecal  matter,  offal,  refuse,  filth  or  any  ani- 
mal, mineral  or  vegetable  matter  or  sub- 
stance, offensive,  injurious  or  dangerous  to 
health  into  such  river  or  stream,  and  any 
house-boat  or  boat  intended  for  or  capable 
of  being  used  as  a  residence,  house,  dwell- 
ing or  habitation,  which  shall  for  more 
than  one  day  be  moored  or  anchored  in  or 
upon  any  river  or  stream  within  two  miles 
above  the  intake  of  any  water  supply  used 
for  domestic  or  drinking  purposes  in  any 
city,  town  or  village  are  hereby  declared 
to  be  public  nuisances;  and  it  is  hereby 
made  the  duty  of  any  and  all  sheriffs,  con- 
stables, policemen  and  health  officers  to 
immediately  abate  said  nuisance. 

"Every  person  who  puts  the  carcass  of 
any  dead  animal,  or  the  offal  from  any 
slaughter  pen,  corral,  or  butcher  shop  into 
any  river,  creek,  pond,  reservoir,  stream, 
street,  alley,  public  highway  or  road  in 
common  use,  or  who  attempts  to  destroy 
the  same  by  fire  within  one-quarter  of  a 
mile  of  any  city,  town,  or  village,  except 
it  be  in  a  crematory,  the  construction  and 
operation  of  which  is  satisfactory  to  the 
board  of  health  of  such  city,  town,  or  vil- 
lage; and  every  person  who  puts  any 
water-closet  or  privy,  or  the  carcass  of  any 
dead  animal,  or  any  offal  of  any  kind,  in 
or  upon  the  borders  of  any  stream,  pond, 
lake,  or  reservoir,  from  which  water  is 
drawn   for  the   supply   of   any  portion   of 
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the  inhabitants  of  this  State,  so  that  the 
drainage  of  such  water-closet,  privy,  car- 
cass or  offal  may  be  taken  up  by  or  in 
such  stream,  pond,  lake,  or  reservoir;  or 
who  allows  any  water-closet,  privy,  or 
carcass  of  any  dead  animal,  or  any  offal 
of  any  kind,  to  remain  in  or  upon  the 
borders  of  any  such  stream,  pond,  lake  or 
reservoir  within  the  boundaries  of  any 
land  owned  or  occupied  by  him,  so  that 
the  drainage  from  any  such  water-closet, 
privy,  carcass,  or  offal,  may  be  taken  up 
by  or  in  such  stream,  pond,  lake,  or  reser- 
voir; or  who  keeps  any  horses,  mules, 
cattle,  swine,  sheep,  or  live  stock  of  any 
kind  penned,  corraled,  or  housed  on,  over, 
or  on  the  borders  of  any  such  stream, 
pond,  lake,  or  reservoir,  so  that  the  waters 
thereof  become  polluted  by  reason  thereof ; 
or  who  bathes  in  any  such  stream,  pond, 
lake,  or  reservoir,  or  who  by  any  other 
means  fouls  or  pollutes  the  waters  of  any 
such  stream,  pond,  lake,  or  reservoir,  is 
guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  convic- 
tion thereof  shall  be  punished  as  pre- 
scribed in  section  three  hundred  and 
seventy-seven." 

"Regulations  Governing  Dual  Water 
Supplies  and   Cross-Connections 

"Resolved,  That  whereas  there  exists  or 
may  exist  a  danger  to  the  health  of  em- 
ployees and  the  public,  due  to  the  use  of 
unsafe  private  sources  of  water  supply  or 
private  sources  of  supply  not  under  lab- 
oratorjr  control  for  drinking  and  domestic 
supply  purposes ;  and  whereas  the  danger 
to  the  public  is  intensified  according  to  the 
extent  of  cross-connection  between  lines 
carrying  a  safe  public  water  supply  at  rel- 
atively low  pressure  and  private  lines 
carrying  a  potentially  unsafe  supply  at 
high  pressure;  therefore 

"Be  it  Resolved,  That  there  shall  be  no 
physical  connection  between  such  a  private 
source  of  supply  or  system  and  a  public 
water   system. 

"Water  companies  or  municipalities  now 
or  in  future  furnishing  water  for  domestic 
purposes,  regardless  of  whether  an  unre- 
voked domestic  water  supply  permit  from 
the  State  Board  of  Health  is  held,  shall 
be   held  responsible   to   its   consumers   for 


pollution  of  the  public  system  by  viola- 
tions of  section  one,  and  shall  forbid  ser- 
vice to  premises  maintaining  cross-connec- 
tions which  may  pollute  the  public  system, 
or  shall  prevent  the  pollution  of  the  public 
system  by  other  means  acceptable  to  the 
State  Board  of  Health.  Violations  shall 
constitute  sufficient  grounds  for  revoking 
any   domestic  water   supply   permit. 

"In  pursuance  of  these  purposes,  the 
Secretary  of  the  Sate  Board  of  Health 
may  deputize  employees  of  water  com- 
panies or  municipalities  as  inspectors  of 
the  State  Board  of  Health. 

"City  officials  and  health  officers  shall  be 
urged  to  investigate  from  time  to  time,  by 
inspections  and  laboratory  control,  the 
condition  of  safety  of  private  sources  of 
supply." 

The  East  Bay  Water  Company  main- 
tains a  strict  supervision  and  inspection 
of  its  water  supply  from  the  time  of  col- 
lection from  the  watersheds  to  the  ultimate 
delivery  to  the  individual  consumer,  the 
object  being  to  produce  and  deliver  a 
water  of  the  highest  possible  standard. 

To  obtain  this  result,  it  is  necessary  that 
the  watersheds  be  maintained  in  a  sanitary 
condition.  For  this  purpose,  sanitary 
patrolmen  are  employed,  whose  duty  it  is 
to  inspect  daily  the  various  properties  con- 
stituting the  watershed,  whether  owned  by 
the  East  Bay  Water  Company  or  other- 
wise. They  are  instructed  to  enforce  at  all 
times  the  laws  relative  to  the  protection  of 
public  water  supplies,  and,  in  addition,  to 
prevent  the  unnecessary  destruction  of 
property  by  fires. 

All  water  obtained  from  surface  sources 
is  stored,  filtered  and  sterilized  before 
being  served  to  the  consumer.  In  addition 
to  constant  field  inspection,  filtration  and 
sterilization,  from  one  hundred  and  fifty 
to  two  hundred  bacterial  examinations  are 
made  of  the  water  from  the  various  sources 
and  distributing  reservoirs  of  the  East  Bay 
Water  Company,  in  order  that  possible 
contamination  from  some  unknown  source 
may   be   ascertained,   and   same   corrected. 

The  number  of  bacteria  per  c.  c.  in 
water  is  important,  as  a  high  bacteria 
count  would  indicate  pollution. 
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The  examination  for  colon  bacilli  is 
made  for  the  reason  that,  while  the  colon 
bacillus  itself  may  not  be  harmful,  it  indi- 
cates contamination  by  human  or  animal 
excreta. 

In  this  connection  we  must  also  take 
into  consideration  the  fact  that  if  the  colon 
bacillus  is  present,  the  typhoid  bacillus 
may  also  be  present.  Hence  the  reason 
for  examining  the  water  for  the  colon 
group,  as  the  typhoid  bacillus  is  difficult 
to  demonstrate  in  water. 

The  chlorine  examination  of  water  is 
made  from  the  water  obtained  from  wells 
to  determine  the  possibility  of  contamina- 
tion by  polluted  sea  water. 

Following  is  a  brief  outline  of  the 
methods  used  in  testing  the  water  supply 
of  the  East  Bay  Water  Company: 

Water  samples  are  gathered  from  the 
various  sources  and  distributing  reservoirs 
of  the  East  Bay  Water  Company  by  a 
man  trained  in  the  work  of  sampling  water. 
These  samples  are  transported  in  specially 
constructed  glass  bottles  with  a  capacity 
of  three  ounces  and  with  ground  glass 
stopper,  all  bottles  being  thoroughly  steril- 
ized by  heat  before  leaving  the  labora- 
tories.. 

When  the  samples  of  water  arrive  at  the 
laboratories  each  sample  is  submitted  to 
a  quantitative  bacteriological  examination 
by  inoculating  each  of  three  plates  of  Agar 
media  with  one  c.  c.  of  water.  At  the 
end  of  forty-eight  hours  the  colonies  are 
counted  on  these  plates,  and  an  average  of 
the  three  plates  is  considered  to  represent 
the  bacterial  content  of  each  sample  of 
water. 

At  the  time  of  inoculating  the  plates, 
ten  c.  c.  of  each  sample  of  water  is  in- 
oculated into  a  fermentation  tube  contain- 
ing lactose  bouillon.  If  the  bouillon  tubes 
show  the  presence  of  gas  at  the  end  of 
twenty-four  or  forty-eight  hours,  one  of 
two  things  is  indicated:  first,  that  the  gas 
is  produced  by  any  one  of  a  great  variety 
of  harmless  bacteria  which  are  found  in 
nearly  all  waters;  second,  that  the  gas  is 
produced  by  one  of  the  colon  group. 

If  no  gas  is  produced  in  the  tubes,  the 
qualitative     examination     is     discontinued, 


but  if  gas  be  found  present,  plates  of 
Endo's  media,  or  lactose  litmus  media  are 
inoculated  from  same.  These  Endo's  or 
litmus  plates  are  examined  at  the  end  of 
twenty-four  or  forty-eight  hours  for  the 
purpose  of  determining  whether  the  gas 
above  referred  to  is  due  to  the  colon  group, 
or  to  harmless  bacteria. 

As  some  of  the  water  comes  from  wells 
in  the  Bay  district,  its  chlorine  content 
must  be  constantly  watched;  therefore,  in 
addition  to  the  bacteriological  examination 
above  referred  to,  chemical  examinations 
are  frequently  made,  especially  to  deter- 
mine the  amount  of  chlorine  present,  and 
if  the  chlorine  content  in  the  mixed  water 
is  high,  the  water  from  each  well  is  indi- 
vidually analyzed,  and  at  the  same  time 
analyzed  for  chemicals  indicating  the 
presence  of  bacterial  activity. 

Frequent  sanitary  chemical  and  indus- 
trial chemical  analyses  are  made  to  study 
the  sanitary  conditions  of  the  water  sup- 
ply from  a  chemical  standpoint  and  to 
determine  whether  or  not  the  water  is  suit- 
able for  boiler  uses  and  other  industrial 
purposes. 

Should  any  of  the  above  examinations 
show  that  the  water  is  not  perfectly  safe 
for  domestic  purposes  or  industrial  uses, 
an  investigation  is  made  in  person  by  a 
special  expert  of  the  Western  Laboratories, 
to  determine  the  causes.

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BERKELEY'S  BIG  FAIR 


THE  Manufacturers  and  Merchants'

Why,  the  Cham- 
ber of  Commerce  Manufacturers  and 

Merchants'    Fair,  which  was   held  in  this 

city  during  the  week  of  August  15th.     Did 

any    one    attend?      Well,    you    had    better 

ask    Manager    A.    E. 

Tremp.   The  recorder 

on      the      turnstiles 

showed  an  attendance 

of    over    50,000.       If 

you  were  one  of  the 

unfortunates  who  did 

not  attend,  you  surely 

missed  a  good  show. 
This  Fair  was  held 

on      the      large      lot 

across  the  street  from 

our  office,   at  Allston 

Way      and      Milvia 

Street.  A  huge  tent 
was  erected,  and  from 
the  poles  and  top,  streamers,  flags  and 
banners  were  placed,  which  gave  it  a  be- 
wildering effect  of  festive  color. 

There  were  more  than  200  exhibitors, 
one  of  whom  was  this  Company.  We  had 
a  very  interesting  exhibit,  which  was  in 
charge  of  Mr.  Harry  B.  Knowles.  This 
exhibit  was  one  of  the  show  places  of  the 
whole  Fair.  The  Company  had  a  work- 
ing model  of  a  meter  encased  in  glass  and 
set  up  to  show  the  people  just  how  the 
water  passing  through  the  meter  would 
cause  the  same  to  register.  We  also  had 
sectional  cuts  of  various  meters,  and  views 
of  the  various  pumping  plants,  reservoirs, 
etc.,  among  which  was  a  drawing  by  En- 
gineer Magerstadt,  showing  how  the  water 
is  treated  from  the  time  it  enters  San 
Pablo  Reservoir  until  it  is  ready  for  dis- 
tribution. This  drawing  was  the  cause  of 
a  good  many  commendatory  remarks. 

Saturday  evening,  August  20th,  was  the 
Big  Night.  This  was  American  Legion 
night.  More  than  10,000  attended  the 
affair  that  day,  among  whom  was  Gov- 
ernor Stephens. 

Since  the  Fair,  the  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce has  been  receiving  inquiries  from 
Eastern  manufacturing  concerns  with  re- 


gard to  available  land,  trackage  and  ship- 
ping facilities,  and  they  hope  to  be  able 
to  announce  the  names  of  several  addi- 
tions to  the  large  number  of  manufactur- 
ing concerns  that  are  now  doing  business 
here. 

The  staging  of  this  Fair  was  one  of  the 
best  stunts  that  could  have  been  used  to 
advertise  Berkeley  and  her  many  indus- 
tries. It  put  new  life  into  the  merchants, 
and  the  results  from  the  first  Fair  will  be 
most  beneficial  and  far  reaching.  The 
members  of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce 
are  now  planning  on  making  it  an  annual 
event,  and  the  men  who,  by  their  hard 
work,  made  the  Fair  a  successful  issue  are 
to  be  congratulated.
